He showed how direct labour was able to thus insulate itself from fluctuations 
in the construction programme because it did not have to compete for its work 
and had become geared to non-competitive continuity work. He exposed as 
conflicting and circular, the arguments of its exponents that direct labour needs 
continuity of work because of the restrictions on its operations and that these 
restrictions must be removed in order to give it continuity of work. His main 
conclusion was that despite the tremendous advantage of continuity it seemed 
that direct labour was unable to produce work at a lower cost than contractors. 
He claimed that there was much evidence to suggest that beyond a certain 
point the interests of the ratepayers would be better served if local authorities 
used the contract system rather than direct labour. 


No one has disputed the facts and figures that our special correspondent 
produced. But certain new figures about the size of direct labour have recently 
been published. They show that the number of local authority direct labour 
men employed in separate building and civil engineering departments had at 
June this year increased to 103,000 compared with 100,000 in 1960 and 70,000 
in 1955. But the publication of certain detailed figures about the net output 
per person employed for various sizes of local authority direct labour 
organisations now seems to have been discontinued. 


With regard to our special correspondent’s conclusions, Lt.-Col. Newman 
said that the Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors agreed with them. 
But Mrs. Elizabeth Layton, who was taken to task for whitewashing direct 
labour, evidently according to her recent address to the R.L.B.A. still adheres 
to her view that direct labour presents a wonderful instrument for experiment 
to local authorities. There is a striking contrast in Mrs. Elizabeth Layton’s 
book “Building by Local Authorities’ between the chapter dealing with the 
use of private architects and the one dealing with direct labour. She roundly 
condemns local authorities for not employing private architects and says that 
they should do so as a matter of policy and not as a matter of expediency. 
But she had no similar strictures for local authorities who exclude private 
contractors in favour of their direct labour departments. 


There have been some general statements in support of direct labour in 
the past few months. Mr. B. Butler, highways superintendent, Battersea, said 
that complaints about direct labour workmen standing idle for an exaggerated 
time were rarely justified on investigation. But he admitted that direct labour 
was in jeopardy because those responsible for wage rates for local government 
employees had failed dismally in their duty. Indeed his case in support of 
direct labour could be read as an indictment. 


Mr. J. Ellison, works manager, Bolton Corporation, claimed that public 
building maintenance carried out by direct labour had often proved to be of 
financial benefit to the local authority. But his remarks on competition were 
enlightening. He said that the competition phobia can assume unreasonable 
proportions when due to contractor’s prices being accepted for works of a 
minor nature the established direct labour force in an authority may ultimately 
be faced with redundancy. 


This unhelpful chronicle of events makes all the more dismal reading 
in the light of the recent report on the direct labour activities of the Stoke 
Newington Borough Council. A big housing scheme for which the direct 
labour department quoted a price of £255,000 and a completion time of 16 
months eventually cost £316,048 and took 33 months. The most disquieting 
feature of the report is that the estimates of both price and time were originally 
higher than those quoted but were apparently cut to make the tender more 


competitive. 


Obviously the competition between direct labour and contractors must be 
on level terms. The main problem, however, is not so much unfair competition, 
as the almost total absence of competition as far as direct labour is concerned. 
In July we said that the direct labour issue affected millions of pounds of public 
money which was being spent apparently without the check of competition and 
without the safeguards inherent in the contract system. We argued that an 
independent inquiry into this important issue would clear the air. We still 
think so.

WENTBRIDGE VIADUCT 


A Reversal of Bridge 


Building Practice 


N unusual feature of the construction 
41 of the Wentbridge Viaduct, which 
is to be officially opened next Monday, 
was that the deck was well advanced be- 
fore the legs were completed, a reversal 
of bridge building practice. Built to 
a design approved by the Royal Fine 
Art Commission, it is of in-situ con- 
crete and is the largest viaduct of its 
kind in Europe. 


Nearly 100ft. high and 470ft. long, the

prestressed concrete viaduct spans a river 
valley and is part of a two-mile by-pass, 
the latest addition to the Great North 
Road improvements, which enables Went- 
bridge village and its steep winding 
approaches to be detoured. 

The main deck is a post-tensioned, con- 
crete box girder, continuous over three 
spans and with cantilevered footpaths, It 
stands on two pairs of raking leg supports 
of reinforced concrete cellular construc- 
tion with a 308ft. span at ground level. 
Each leg tapers from 20ft. by 6ft. at the 


top of their incline to 15ft. by 3ft. at the 
bottom, and the legs divide the deck into 
a centre span of 190ft. and two side spans 
of 140ft. each. The legs are pinned at 
top and bottom with precast concrete 
hinges and founded on solid mass concrete 
blocks taken down into sandstone rock. 

The viaduct deck is fixed at the south 
abutment and free at the north. The 
abutments are similar at each end, con. 
sisting of cellular box footings supporting 
skeleton walls which carry the abutment 
deck and are of reinforced concrete, except

Construction of Abutments 

Construction of the abutments was a 
considerable civil engineering feat in itself, 
involving the placing of 110,000 cu. yd. 
of rock fill in the approach embankments 
(30,000 cu. yd. of which were dug from a 
quarry adjoining the site); and, at the 
south abutment, the use of piled concrete 
supports, consisting of 29 40in. diameter 
piles, approximately 65ft. deep. The piling 
was necessary because the ground at 
normal level was not suitable. Exploratory 
drilling found that a suitable bed of sand- 
stone occurred at a depth of about 60ft. 

For stability reasons, construction of the 
viaduct abutments was geared to the rate 
of placing fill in the embankment to the 
extent that the construction could not 
“lead” the embankment by more than 25ft. 
in height. The major part of the construc- 
tion lies underneath the approach embank- 
ment fill—for instance the south abutment 
is 87ft. high with only 30ft. visible. 

120 Miles of Tube for Centering 

Another engineering feat was involved 
in the centering of the bridge structure. 
A scaffold birdcage in 4ft. squares using 
about 120 miles of tubing (150,000ft. for 
the standards and 480,000ft. for the 
horizontal and bracing members) was 
founded on a temporary reinforced con- 
crete raft laid across the valley floor. 
Erection of the centering began at the end 
of October, 1960, and was substantially 
complete by the end of March last. Con- 
struction of the viaduct then commenced 
in six cells each 10ft. wide. The top slab 
is 14in. thick and the bottom slab, Qin. 
thick for the most part, increasing to 18in. 
at the haunches. 

Concrete was produced from plants set 
up on either side of the viaduct and 
approximately 17,000 cu. yd. has been 
poured, some of it, particularly for the 
legs, under unusual conditions because of 
the necessary difficulties of access. The 
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great bulk of the concrete was placed by 
concrete pumps, with air-driven conveyors 
being used for parts of the sloping legs. 
Some 17,000 cu. yd. of excavation has also 
been carried out, and 700 tons on steel 
reinforcement used, on this section of the 
projects. 

The main prestressing was by means of 
184 miles of l}in. diameter strand wire 
cables. The cap cables over the haunches 
contain about 20 miles of jin. diameter 
strand and the vertical prestressing of the 
deck used about two miles of 0.276in. 
diameter high tensile wire. 

The final stressing operation was carried 
out by various types of hydraulic jacks, 
and after stressing, the strands were 
encased in fine concrete for protection. 

Before and during stressing, both ends 
of the viaduct were free to move in a 
longitudinal direction. Expansion joints at 
the fixed end were formed of butyl rubber 
(precompressed). At the north, or free, 
end, a comb-type expansion joint was 
used, together with mild steel rocker 
bearings. 

The By-pass 

The by-pass leaves the old road east- 
wards and about three-quarters of a mile 
to the south of Wentbridge, rejoining it 
at a similar distance beyond the village. 
The average width is 87ft. (the viaduct 
overall width is 78ft. 4in., 76ft. between 
parapets) and it incorporates dual carriage- 
ways, each 24ft. wide; a central reservation 
narrowing to 10ft. wide at the viaduct but 
generally wider; and margins on either 
side of the carriageways. The margins 
outside the viaduct area are 12ft. wide and 
include 8ft. of hard shoulders, 

The by-pass approaches the viaduct 
down slight slopes in each direction but 
gradients do not exceed 1 in 30. Sight 
distances exceed 600ft. and curves have 
the largest possible radii, design speed 
being 60 miles an hour. 

The carriageway is constructed of 6in. 
sub-base of either compacted shale or 
cement stabilised base (in the areas of fill 


MODULAR STANDARDISATION IS “INDISPENSABLE 
TO BUILDING” 


HE second and final report of the 
European Productivity Agency on 
Modular Co-ordination in Building, now 
available from H.M.S.O., marks the 
completion of six years of investigation 
and experiment into building modular 
systems, 

Considerable progress has been made, 
states the report. A number of countries 
have adopted standards on the general 
principles of modular co-ordination and 
have fixed the basic module as one deci- 
meter. The subject has also been developed 
in the International Organisation for 
Standardisation (ISO) where a preliminary 
recommendation for an international set 
of rules on modular co-ordination has been 
approved. 

The countries taking part in the project 
have erected test buildings to test and 
validate the theory established during the 
first part of the project. The European 
Coal and Steel Community has supported 
the EPA work by including in a housing 
programme of more than 1,000 miners’ 
dwellings major studies on the use of 
modular building components. 

Experiments and studies carried out 
during the second phase of the project have 
confirmed the validity of the modular 
system. The national experts engaged in 
the project consider that standardisation 
in building on a modular basis is 
indispensable for facilitating modern pro- 
duction methods and favouring increased 
competition, at the national as well as at 
the international level, within an industry 
which so far has been mainly traditional 
and local in character. 

A summary of the 225-page report states 
that it is evident that modular co-ordina- 
tion, based as it is on the two systems 
of measurement in general use, can now 
provide the building industries of the 


world with a firm common ground for 
understanding and a sound framework for 
standardisation. It enables the sizes of 
building components to be chosen from a 
simple range of additively inter-related 
dimensions, thus combining rationalisation 
of sizes with ease and variety of assembly. 

The range of modular sizes, which was 
developed at first to apply to the industrial 
production of building components and 
which arose as a natural demand of orderly 
standardisation, is seen to relate design to 
production and assembly and to give to 
each sector of the building industry a 
common system of reference. To this 
extent it provides a simple means of ending 
conflicts and breaking down _ those 
divisions which have been created in the 
building industry under the impact of 
mechanisation. 

Prefabrication and traditional construc- 
tion now appear as different forms of 
assembly resulting from different materials 
and components, all of which can now be 
brought within the framework of a single 
dimensional system. Engineers and archi- 
tects, so often considered as being in 
opposition, are now able to work to the 
same reference grid. The carcase and the 
services, which in the past have frequently 
been in each other’s way and_ so 
antagonistic, can now occupy their allotted 
spaces in the overall modular design.

Went Edge Bridge 


In addition to the viaduct, a bridge has 
been constructed over the by-pass at the 
southern, or Doncaster, end of the viaduct, 
to further speed the flow of traffic. This 
carries the existing Went Edge Road, over 
the by-pass, some 400ft. of new road 
having been constructed with the level 
raised by up to 6ft. 

The bridge consists of two reinforced 
concrete skeleton wall abutments with a 
central reinforced pier. Twenty-two pre. 
cast prestressed concrete beams, each 40ft, 
long and weighing nine tons, formed the 
bridge deck and these were subsequently 
prestressed on site in a lateral direction, 
Some 500 cu. yd. of concrete was placed 
in situ and 30 tons of reinforcing steel 
fixed. The square span between abutments 
is 80ft. and the width between parapets, 
36ft. 

The viaduct and by-pass were con- 
structed for West Riding County Council, 
agent authority for the Ministry of Trans- 
port, under the direction of (Col, 
S. Maynard Lovell, O.B.E., E.R.D., TD, 
county engineer and surveyor, by Taylor 
Woodrow Construction, Ltd., who began 
work in October. The contractors are now 
engaged on the restoration of the site, 
including the dismantling of the remainder 
of the centering, re-diversion of the Went 
to its original bed, and landscaping. 


£56M. N. IRELAND ROAD 
PROGRAMME 


The Northern Ireland Government is to 
spend £56m. on the road programme in 
the next five years stated Mr. W. J. 
Morgan, Minister of Health and Local 
Government, in Belfast last week. 

The Government is also to spend £36m. 
on building new hospitals and improving 
existing hospitals, he said. 

“We think we can spend £3m. a year 
on this programme without unbalancing 
either Government finance or the capacity 
of the building industry. Even when the 
programme nears completion there will be 
plenty more to do. 

“On housing, I think we are half-way 
through our programme, having built 
100,000 houses in the last 15 years. When 
we look at the need for slum clearance, 
at the steady pressure for better standards 
of housing, population increase, and the 
concentration of demand in Belfast, we 
think that another 100,000 houses in the 
next 15 years is a target within our com 
pass,” the Minister said.

This speed of construction has been 
achieved by the “package” deal type of 
contract, the entire development site 
acquisition, planning and_ construction 
being put in the hands of C.A.S. (Industrial 
Developments), Ltd., who, engaging their 
own consultants, contractors and  sub- 
contractors, quoted a lump sum for project. 
The site at Queenborough covers 120 
acres mostly on reclaimed land, and pro- 
vides space if needed for further expansion 
of present buildings by up to 500 per cent. 
It is bounded by the Swale on the west 
side. There are five separate main build- 
ings comprising an administration block, 
pharmaceutical block and canteen, 
chemical block, boiler house and chemical 
warehouse, and maintenance block. These 
are widely dispersed on the site, with the 
boiler house to the north and the admini- 
stration block to the south. 

With the exception of the administra- 
tion, canteen and chemical blocks, all the 
buildings are single-storey. They are 
generally framed in structural steelwork, 
apart from the administration and canteen 
blocks which are constructed in reinforced 
concrete. Some 623 tons of structural 
steelwork were used in the framework. 

Piling and Drainage 


The poor nature of the subsoil necessi- 
tated the founding of the new buildings 
on piles. Pile tests were carried out and 
fom their results the final pile lengths 
were determined. Generally the piles were 
required to carry loads of between 35 and 
33 tons and for this purpose it was found 
that a bored in-situ pile of 17in. nominal 
diameter was most suitable. The lengths 
varied between 30ft. and 50ft. 

A total of 1,700 piles were sunk, and 
by arranging for a mass concrete blinding 
surface for the piling rigs to work off, the 
majority of the piling was completed in 
18 weeks between May and September, 
1960,

There the effluent is stored 
between tides for discharge on the first 
of the ebb, through the Sheerness outfall 
sewer. 

Extensive use has been made of super- 
sulphate cement in the construction of the 
sumps and storage tank, and a clean water 
flushing tank is included so that the 
4,000ft. of Chemidus pipe can be flushed 
through with clean water when necessary 
to remove accumulations or organic 
solvents within it. 


Administration Block 


The ‘two-storey administration block 
contains head offices, board room, con- 
ference room and a fully glazed entrance 
hall. It forms an L-shape on plan and 
consists of two blocks of 120ft. by 30ft. and 
43ft. by 55fit. connected at the intersection 
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by the entrance hall and _ staircase 
enclosure. 

The load-bearing element of the super- 
structure comprises 134in. by hin.

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YORKSHIRE DERWENT AQUEDUCT 
Design of Welded Steel Pipeline 


HE planning and design of the York- 
T shire Derwent Aqueduct formed 
the subject of a Paper presented last 
week at the Winter General Meeting of 
the Institution of Water Engineers by 
Mr. JOHN S. M. WILLIs,_ B.Sc., 
AM.LC.E., engineer in charge of the 
Yorkshire Derwent Scheme, Sheffield 
Corporation Waterworks. 

The Yorkshire Derwent Scheme, of 
which the aqueduct forms the major part, 
was first promoted in 1957; powers for 
the works were obtained early in 1961; 
and the scheme is scheduled to become 
operational in 1965. 

For over 200 years Sheffield, with most 
other West Riding towns, has obtained 
water from impounding reservoirs in the 
Pennines. By the beginning of the century 
the Corporation had powers to construct 
reservoirs on all the major available sites; 
since then these works have been com- 
pleted as required. Trends show that by 
1965 the City will face a deficiency of 
water. This date is set by the termination 
of bulk purchase agreements; the 
deficiency and the date are therefore real, 
and not merely policy decisions of how far 
demand may overtake “safe yield” before 
action is taken. ; 

Sheffield therefore carried out a survey, 
from’ which it was concluded that the 
Yorkshire River Derwent was the best, and 
probably the only, major new source of 
water that could be readily purified. Since 
the river is a potential source for most 
of the West Riding, the City Council 
initiated consultations with other water 
undertakings. At a joint conference held 
in December 1957 it was decided that 
Sheffield, Leeds, Barnsley, and Rotherham 
were all interested in the immediate pro- 
motion of a scheme. 

It was agreed that this scheme should 
be designed and operated by Sheffield, and 
would form part of the Sheffield Water 
Undertaking, with the other three towns 
retaining rights of supply and accepting 
financial obligations. 

The intake and treatment works are to 
be at Elvington, just above the tidal limit 
of the river. 


Works Involved 


The term “aqueduct” used in the 
author’s Paper, has been used throughout 
the progress of the scheme to denote the 
works to carry water from the clear-water 
tank at Elvington to the three points of 
supply. These works comprise the pipe- 
line, reservoirs, pumping plant, and the 
signalling and control systems. 

Dealing with the pipeline in the course 
of his Paper Mr. Willis said: 

The aqueduct pipeline has to carry water 
from 25ft. O.D. at Elvington up to 455ft. 
0.D. at Hoober. The supply in the pipe- 
line is to be safeguarded by storage at the 
delivery terminal, rather than by dual 
lines; the basic problem of design was 
therefore to determine what size of single 
pipe was the most economical. 

For a given delivery, the economic size 
can be determined by plotting total costs 
(capital charges plus pumping) and reading 

€ size that gives the least cost. However,

select sizes giving the “least total cost” 
over a period of about 35 years for each 
leg of the aqueduct pipeline. These are: 

Elvington to Brayton Barff, 42in.; Bray- 
ton Barff to Frickley, 38in.; and Frickley 
to Hoober, 36in. 

In view of the likely expansion of the 
source, ‘the whole pipeline has been 
designed so that it may conveniently form 
one of a nest of up to four similar pipes. 
These lines have been named “Line One, 
Line Two”, etc. The pipe tto be laid under 
the present proposals is Line One and lies 
at the south-east of the hypothetical nest 
of four. 

Pipe Material 


The choice of pipes lay between steel, 
spun iron, prestresssed concrete, 
spheroidal-graphite iron, and cast iron. 


The choice was affected by: 


(a) The large capital outlay involved and 
hence the desirability of postponing expendi- 
ture until as near as possible to the date at 
which the whole scheme would produce an 
income. This postulated the fastest possible 
rate of laying. 

(b) The fact that half the pipeline was to 
be laid in areas subject to drastic subsidence. 


(c) Possible pick-up of hardness from 
concrete. 

(d) Costs. 

It was decided to use steel pipes. 
Spheroidal-graphite iron pipes appeared 


very attractive, but at the time were not 
being manufactured in this country and 
were not obtainable from overseas in suit- 
able sizes. 


Joints 


Welded joints were decided upon, partly 
because of the continuous strength thus 
given against subsidence and partly 
because it was felt that this was the best 
way to avoid encrustation at joints caused 
by movement. The economics of the 
scheme make it essential to minimise loss 
from friction. 

A further choice then lay between 
socket-and-spigot joints with internal fillet 
welds, or butt welds. In the past, welded- 
steel water pipelines in this country have 
been laid with socket-and-spigot ends, 
having the essential jointing weld on the 
inside, often with a second run around the 
outside of the pipe tto give additional 
security. The advantages of this kind of 
joint are that the joints are self-aligning and 
can rack two degrees or so per joint. How- 
ever, these advantages are only material 
if butt-jointed pipes cannot be obtained 
with suitably fine end-tolerances, and if 
the pipeline is to be Jaid ‘to curves; on the 
other hand the socket-and-spigot joint has 
the disadvantages that extra length is 
required on each pipe; there is the extra 
cost of forming the socket; and welding is 
carried out under confined conditions. 

The advantage of the facility of joints 
to rack is in enabling pipes to be laid to 
curves. To do this would increase the 
total chainage, make easement arrange- 
ments contentious, and above all commit 
any later pipelines of the Yorkshire Der- 
went Aqueduct to the same paths and 
therefore to the same type of joints. It 
was therefore decided to set up the pipe- 
line in straights and bends. In addition 
the manufacturers gave an assurance that 
butt-ended pipes could be produced to 
suitable tolerances, so it was decided to 
use butt-welding. This decision was 
coloured by the progress in recent years 
in the oil and gas industries in the 
technique of laying such pipes, using 
“spread” methods and “stove pipe” weld- 
ing. The specification of the American 
Petroleum Institute (1958) for the field 
welding of line pipe has been adopted, with 
modifications adopted by various Gas 
Boards and recorded by Copp (1957). The 
control proposed is effected by radio- 
graphic and ultrasonic testing. 


There is no satisfactory standard specifi- 
cation for steel line pipe of the sizes and 
nature required. Most of British Standard 
Specification No. 534 (1934, amended to 
1958) has been adopted (though this does 
not specify 38in. pipe); this has the con- 
venience that other relevant British 
Standards are automatically applied, but 
it only covers socket-and-sleeve pipe ends, 
so the provisions of American Petroleum 
Institute Standard 5L (1960) were chosen 
so far as they apply to plain ends of pipe 
prepared for butt welding. This latter 
specification is not thought to be adequate 
in defining the roundness of pipe ends, 
probably because most of its references 
are to pipes of 24in. diameter and smaller. 
Additional clauses have been drafted to 
cover this point. The weld tests for 
electric fusion-welded pipes given in the 
British Standard are brief, and provision 
is being made to substitute the tests 
specified in American Society of Testing 
Materials Specification A.134—54 (1954). 
Similarly the clauses on protection in 
B.S.534 are being replaced by the Dutch 
specification described below. 


Protection 


There has been copious argument, 
mainly in America, as to the relative merits 
of coal itar and asphaltic bitumens for the 
inside and outside protection of pipes; 
some of it appears to be commercially 
inspired. It was decided to use asphaltic 
bitumen for both internal and external 
protection; otherwise the vines would have 
required double priming. 

To specify the pipe protection the report 
of the Netherlands Central Institute for 
Research on Materials was used. Woven 
glass-fibre cloth of ‘the type described by 
Reynolds and Wilson was chosen for the 
reinforcement of the pipe coatings. In 
view of the tendency of some soils to 
pluck at bitumen coatings, and of the 
reputed value of an alkaline layer on steel 
pipes, the coatings are specified to be 
finished with a lime wash. 


Pipeline Route 


For the first 20 miles from Elvington 
the route lies across the flat and silty Vale 
of York, broken only by two sandy ridges, 
one of which is Brayton Barff. The re- 
mainder of the route is more hilly, cross- 
ing the magnesian limestone and then on 
into the sandstones and clays of the coal 
measures, but it does not rise more than 
250ft. O.D. until it is within a mile of 
the southern terminal at Hoober. Within 
that last mile the ground rises to over 
400ft. O.D. Most of the fields in the 
flat lands are bounded by dykes, almost all 
too shallow for the large pipes of the 
aqueduct to be Jaid above water level, 
so the pipes have to be laid below these 
dykes, and this necessitates deep cover. 

The whole line has been designed to a 
minimum fall of 1 in 800, and a maximum 
cover of 12ft., and to be laid to falls be- 
tween air valves and washouts. 


Fittings 


The whole pipeline is a pumping main, 
so sluice valves are only required to con- 
trol the movement of water after the 
pumps are stopped. Fewer valves are thus 
required than for a gravity main, and there 
is no need to specify a maximum distance 
between sluice valves; with the pumps 
stopped isolation is effected on most 
stretches by the air valves at the crests, 
with a few sluice valves to stop water in 
the pipeline on the higher ground emptying 
towards the lower. 

It was decided to install sluice valves at 
the crests (by the air valves), rather than 
next to the washouts. This was partly 
because of the essential function of sluice 
valves in a pumping line as indicated 
above, and partly because of the greater 
ease of draining the chambers at crests,

and of simplicity of control when charging. 
A study of the capitalised cost of esti- 
mated head loss against capital cost of 
valves of various sizes suggested that the 
size of valve is not critical, and that to 
use 3Qin. valves throughout 42-38-36in. 
pipeline would be reasonable. By-pass sizes 
will be 12in. 

Washout outlets are to be restricted to 
Qin. diameter because of the provisions of 
the Water Act, 1945 (Section 34 (2) (a) ) and 
outlets are to be carried up above ground 
and flood levels. Because of the large 
amounts of water to be discharged, all 
washouts are designed to have concrete 
spillways into the water-courses. As the 
pipeline will always lie below the effluent 
water-course, provision is being made for 
washouts to be finally emptied by a mobile 
pump. All effluent channels from the 
washouts have been studied, and where 
necessary they will be improved. 

All pipeline fittings are to have per- 
manent accesses suitable for light vehicles. 


Crossings 


The crossings along the aqueduct fall 
into three classes: (a) under major 
navigable waterways (the Rivers Ouse and 
Aire); (b) under railways and large water- 
courses, and major roads; and (c) under 
other roads and minor water-courses. 

The two main rivers presented the 
major difficulty. Both are contained within 
flood banks which may only be disturbed 
during summer months, and then only 
after precautions have been taken either 
to cover the breaches with stop walls or 
to arrange for them to be resealed at short 
notice. 

On the Ouse a head-room of over 100ft. 
above water level must be preserved, and 
on both rivers the clearance over the flood 
banks must be sufficient to permit the 
movement of mobile plant—conditions 
which ruled out pipe bridges. At first it 
was hoped to cross the rivers in tunnel; 
but firm rock lay too deep, and the over- 
lying strata would have made shaft sinking 
difficult. 

The choice then lay between working 
in cofferdams, or fabricating a complete 
pipe-crossing on the shore and then launch- 
ing and sinking it into under-water 
trenches dredged to the same profile as 
the fabricated pipes. 

The first method is slow; other argu- 
ments against it are the restriction that 
it places upon the river flow (a sensitive 
point concerning rivers liable to flood), and

a central walkway at first floor level to 
give access to the tanks on either side 
which are suspended through concrete or 
open steel platforms. The remainder of 
the building is two-storey and houses a 
day warehouse, sanitary accommodation, 
laboratories and offices. 

The building is steel framed with 
stanchions at 20ft. centres. The manu- 
facturing section has sheeted walls and a 
concrete roof, so that in the event of an 
explosion, the sheeting which is only 
clipped to the steelwork, would blow out. 

The maintenance block is intended to 
service the whole of the plant and consists 
of a large workshop with stores at one 
end which are on two floors. 


Services 


The central boilerhouse contains two 
packaged water tube boilers each rated at 
17,000lb./hr. at 212 deg. F. Each 
boiler is fitted with a rotary cup oil burner 
arranged for fully automatic controls and 
at present using 950 second fuel oil. Two 
60-ton vertical oil storage tanks are in- 
stalled in a compound adjacent to the 
boilerhouse. 

Steam is distributed at high pressure 
to the major buildings for heating, hot 
water ventilation and air conditioning 
plants and also for process purposes. Local 
reducing valves are provided as necessary 
to suit the requirements of the various 
services. 

A 200,000-gallon low level water storage 
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the obstruction to navigation. Also the 
River Ouse at the point of crossing has 
a tidal range of about 13ft. Sinking pre- 
pared and shaped pipe-crossings into an 
under-water trench seemed reasonable and 
practical, and this method was selected. 

It is proposed to carry out the second 
class of crossings by means of “‘continu- 
ously supported” headings. This descrip- 
tion is intended to cover either the method 
whereby a horizontal auger is advanced 
within a steel liner, the two moving 
forward ‘together; or that whereby a 
similar liner is jacked forward and the 
heading face excavated manually. In both 
cases the heading is continuously supported 
by the liner, which is always right up the 
excavation face. The pipeline will then 
be threaded into the lined heading, with 
annular spaces; and the whole grouted up 
solid. It is hoped that this method of 
crossing will be particularly valuable at 
the railways, as there will be no inter- 
ference with traffic and little chance of 
subsidence. 

The other crossings are to be made with- 
out special arrangements; only the major 
waterway crossings are to be duplicated. 
All the crossings are complicated by the 
need to allow for the passage of a signalling 
cable. 

The river crossings can only be carried 
out when the winter floods have scoured 
the seasonal silt, and they must be com- 
pleted before September, i.e. before the 
autumnal floods. For these reasons, and 
because of the specialist nature of the 
work, these crossings are to be constructed 
separately from the pipeline, and in 
advance of it. 


Pipeline and Subsidence 


Three parts of the aqueduct are vulner- 
able to subsidence in the Yorkshire coal- 
field, which for the present purpose 
extends from the River Aire southwards 
to Hoober. These are: (a) the pipeline, 
(b) Frickley pumping station, and (c) 
Hoober reservoir. 

The recommended manner of protecting 
a water-pressure pipeline against mining 
subsidence is to provide a soft bed which 
will restrict ground grip on the pipeline, 
and then to use flexible joints capable of 
longitudinal movement without leakage. 
Local ground-movements are then spread 
over the maximum length of pipe because 
of the slip bedding, and both deflection 
and strain are accommodated by the joints. 

The steel pipes of the Yorkshire Derwent 


tank is provided at the north end of the 
site. Water is drawn through this tank 
via booster pumps for cold water and pro- 
cess requirements and a separate 1,850 
g.p.m. diesel fire pump serves a sprinkler 
installation. A cooling tower is provided 
for process requirements in the chemical 
block at the north end of the site and a 
separate similar tower is provided for the 
pharmaceutical block. 

All manufacturing areas are either 
mechanically ventilated or air conditioned, 
using a number of separate plants, one for 
each department. A large bag type filter 
is installed for filtration of the exhaust 
system from special hoods over a number 
of processing machines. Other piping 
services include towns gas, bottled gas, 
nitrogen, compressed air and oxygen. 

The electrical supply to the site is pro- 
vided by the South-Eastern Electricity 
Board and consists of two 6,600-V feeders 
each with a capacity of 3.3-MW. This 
supply is controlled by a six-panel switch- 
board which in turn controls a high voltage 
ring main laid throughout the site with 
sub-stations adjacent to the principal 
buildings. 

From the sub-stations low voltage sup- 
plies are taken into the various buildings 
each of which is equipped with a compre- 
hensive electrical installation including 
fluorescent lighting, some 1,400 fittings 
providing 30 lumens/sq. ft. average illu- 
mination, supplies to all machines and 
plant, general purpose plugs, clocks, fire 
alarms, emergency lighting, road lighting, 
etc.

In thin pipes the maximyp, 
stress is substantially equal to the principal 
stress, and the bursting strength igs no; 
affected. The only kind of pipeline tha 
can be expected to withstand a logy] 
subsidence collapse is one of a tough and 
ductile material which has joints that wij 
not draw apart under gross longitudinal 
tensile strain. In practice this means Dipes 
of steel, copper, lead, or plastic, having 
joints which longitudinally are as strons 
as the pipes themselves. - 

It has therefore been decided to gop. 
tinue the pipeline over the subsidence are, 
in steel pipes having butt-welded joints 
This seems to be a more satisfactory 
arrangement than the use of flexible joints, 
at least in the case of a steel main large 
enough for the joint protection to be 
readily made up internally. 

Costs 

Since the Paper deals exclusively with 
design, the costs of the main works cap 
only be estimated. Engineers are well 
aware of the limitations implied by that 
qualification. However, for the whole 
scheme the gross estimated cost js 
£6,625,000. The major items are: (3) 
pipelines, £3,398,000; (b) buildings, tanks 
and _ reservoirs, £1,749,000; and (0) 
machinery and plant, £618,000. 

An item of £300,000 has been included 
for interest charged ito capital. The size 
of this figure is clear warning of the 
desirability of postponing the start of the 
capital works until the last possible minute, 

The preliminary expenses, all of which 
were incurred between April 1958 and 
March 1961, totalled £71,972. Of this 
figure £39,669 was spent on salaries, and 
£12,354 on site investigations. 

The following contractors were en- 
ployed for the preliminary investigations 
of the aqueduct route: The Cementation 
Co., Ltd., for the soil survey, and Meridian 
Air Maps, Ltd., for the aerial survey. 


Over a mile of underground cable was 
used together with three miles of copper- 
sheaved cable and 75 miles of general 
wiring cable.

The architects for the development were 
Llewellyn Smith and Waters, 103 Ok 
Brompton Road, London, S.W.1.

fli million scheme to develop part of 
High Street, Feltham, Middx. as a 
modern shopping precinct. 

Tenders are scheduled to be invited in 
the late spring of next year, and it is hoped 


to start work in the summer. Completion 
is expected within two years of com- 
mencement. 


The scheme is promoted by Hallmark 
Securities, Ltd., and has been prepared for 
them by R. Seifert and Partners, archi- 
tects, 34 Red Lion Square, London, W.C.1. 
It provides for a total of 67 shop units and 
$4,000 sq. ft. of net office accommodation, 
the majority of which will be provided in 
one main block. In order that pedestrians 
and vehicles may be segregated, parking 
space for 512 cars is planned. This is 
provided partly at ground level and partly 
ina three-storey split-level car park. There 
is also a petrol filling station, a children’s 
playground, and other public facilities. 

A number of civil buildings are also to 
be erected, including a new branch library 
on the High Street frontage and accommo- 
dation for the Registrar of Births, Deaths 
and Marriages. 

The shops are accommodated in two 
parallel two-storey blocks separated by a

wide pedestrian way. At one end of the 
shopping blocks and mid-way along their 
length the pedestrian area is bridged by 
two floors of offices. Beneath the first of 
these cross-blocks will be a suspended 
restaurant. 

At the other end of the shopping pre- 
cinct will be the main office block—an 
ll-storey reinforced concrete structure 
with a net floor space of 60,000 sq. ft.— 
and beneath this block will be a large 
supermarket on ttwo floors and with a 
frontage to the High Street. The high block 
will be clad in glass curtain walling. 


125-year Lease 


The proposasls for redeveloping the 
central shopping and business area of 
Feltham stem from the County Council’s 
pre-war intention to carry out a scheme 
for the widening of the High Street. The 
possibility of major redevelopment, how- 
ever, really came about through the re- 
vision of education needs in the area, as 
a result of which a site of some six acres, 
purchased in 1939 for a new school, was 
found to be surplus to requirements. The 
greater part of the land in question was 
vacant and it became evident that with 
the addition of certain other properties 
there was a reasonable prospect of making 
available an area of 13 acres sufficient to

justify a completely new shopping centre. 

A pilot scheme of development was 
evolved by the County Planning Officer 
and approved in principle by the Feltham 
Urban District Council. Subsequently the 
project was publicised and numerous 
applications were received from potential 
developers. 

From these,applications three schemes 
were selected for final consideration and 
the outcome of these deliberations was 
the recent approval by the County Council 
of negotiations being commenced with 
Hallmark Securities for an agreement for 
lease of the High Street site for a period 
of 125 years at an initial rent of £75,000 
per annum. 

Under this agreement the developer will 
be required to undertake all the work 
involved in carrying out the scheme. This 
will include demolition and land clearance, 
the construction of service and estate 
roads, the laying out and construction of 
the car parks and the erection of the new 
buildings. The roads, car parks, etc., are 
to be constructed in accordance with the 
local authority’s standard specifications in 
order that they may be taken over later 
by the district council. 

The widening of the High Street will 
be carried out when the existing frontage 
shops have been cleared. 
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An Economist Comments... 
WAGES AGAIN—STRUCTURE OF CONTRACTING FIRMS 


VIDENTLY the Government takes a 

grave view of the wage increase (to 
which I recently referred) conceded by the 
Electricity Council. So grave, in fact, that 
the Prime Minister took it upon himself 
to inform the House of Commons that it 
is “not consistent of the policy of the 
pay pause.” Clearly the Government had 
to take a strong line if its policy was to 
be saved; and the Prime Minister 
emphasised that the Electricity Council 
had been made fully aware in advance of 
the Government’s views and that the 
Minister of Power, when he heard the 
terms proposed, had expressed great 
disquiet about the damage likely to be 
caused. The pay pause has suffered 2 
setback, but note the Government's 
anxiety to refute any suggestion that it is 
about to be abandoned. 


There are, however, one or _ two 
unsatisfactory features about the Electricity 
Council’s decision that call for comment. 
First, the fact has been underlined that 
the statutory relationship between the 
Government and the nationalised industries 
on wage matters is frustratingly vague 
and undefined. In this instance it is 
apparent that the Government had no 
jstatutory powers ‘to interfere; it could 
only regret that a settlement, not in 
accordance with its views, had _ been 
reached. Yet can we not recall, not many 
years back, an instance where the Govern- 
ment, statutory powers or no, took a very 
firm line with a nationalised industry and 
virtually demanded that it should concede 
a substantial wage award? Although it is 
perhaps a bit unfair to rake over the 
ashes, the fact remains that more than 
once in the past a wage settlement in one 
or other of the nationalised industries, 
presumably with Government sanction, has 
triggered off a whole series of wage 
awards in other sectors of the national 
economy, If, it may be asked, the Govern- 
ment could be so influential in earlier 
years, why could it only stand on the 
touch-line in this instance? 

There is another aspect, very topical at 
the moment. If a wage pause can be 
breached so easily in the short term, it 
surely casts doubts on the prospects of 
pushing long-term policies through to 
successful conclusions. It is now virtually 
certain that the proposed National 
Economic Development /Council will go 
ahead, despite further last-minute mis- 
givings by the T.U.C., and it is more than 
likely that long-term wages policy will 
figure predominantly in that  body’s 
deliberations; but will it comprise merely 
words on paper? 


What of the immediate future? Will the 
electricity supply agreement set a pattern 
to be followed throughout industry? Or 
will the Prime Minister’s statement plug the 
gap? We may never know the answers, 
since other important factors are now 
beginning to operate. In the first place, 
there is a definite suspicion that had the 
electricity supply wage increase been post- 
poned until April, the Government might 
not have demurred, at least not so strongly. 
It has even been suggested that a wage 
increase in April higher than the present 
settlement would have been considered a 
better bargain. Yet since I last mentioned 
April as the possible official end of the 
pay pause, it has come to be regarded 
as a definite date. Whether it proves to 
be or not, with pressure from the unions 
being what it is, I shall be surprised if the 
Government, or industry in general, 
manages to hold out much longer. 


As for the contracting industry, it seems 
unlikely that the employers are in any 
mood to countenance yet awhile a further 
increase in building wages, other than the 
additional penny an hour now a certainty 
under the sliding scale agreement. A claim 


for a further “substantial increase” in 
wages has only just been submitted by the 
building unions and is due to be heard by 
the National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry in January. Both employers and 
unions would, in their own interests, be 
well advised to think in terms of a long 
forward date again for any increase that 
may be awarded. By then if the earlier 
assumptions are correct, the official 
attitude to wage increases may have lost 
some of its sting. In the circumstances, 
unless the employers are in a position to 
dig their heels in much harder than they 
have been allowed to do in the past, a 
further building wage award in 1962 is 
still very much a probability, but it should 
be late rather than early. 

This analysis of possibilities needs to 
be carried a stage further. Suppose the 
pay pause is ended, and that this ending 
is premature. What then? Clearly the 
Government wil! be faced with some very 
awkward problems. Confidence abroad in 
the stability of the £ sterling, already shaky, 
would be further weakened. At home, 
vast quantities of new purchasing power 
would. be released at a time when the 
production index is receding. It is clear 
that a huge mopping up operation of excess 
spending power might then be required. 
The month of April, it will be noted, 
keeps cropping up; April is also Budget 
month. In this hypothetical situation, a 
very tough Budget indeed might well be 
regarded by the Government as_ the 
appropriate medicine, What form this 
toughness would take is anybody’s guess. 
But it is evident that events now are 
dictating the shape of things next Spring. 


Structure of Contracting Firms 


N article in The Financial Times of 

November 20 is well worth the atten- 
tion of contractors. Its tone is in welcome 
contrast to that often adopted towards 
the construction industry. After dealing 
with the effects of the credit squeeze on 
the industry—the high bank rate and 
stiffer credit, the likelihood that before the 
winter it out, some of the smaller firms, 
at least, could be feeling the pinch, and 
so on—there is an interesting analysis of 
the change in the structure of the industry 
that has taken place since the last equeeze 
in 1958. This shows, in short, that there 
has been a shift in demand towards the 
bigger companies. With the aid of charts, 
it is shown that, although during the 1958 
setback there was an all-round decline in 
building employment, this decline was far 
sharper among the smaller companies. 
Contrariwise, in the subsequent boom, 
although employment rose in companies 
of all kinds, only the largest regained their 
1957 labour force. Another interesting 
feature is that the biggest rise of all was in 
the specialist sub-contracting trades; 
probably because of a bigger demand for 
their services to relieve shortages of crafts- 
men among bigger contractors. 


__ Naturally, such shifts could occur again 
if the present pause were maintained long 
enough, Whether or not they are a good 
thing for the industry is another thing; 
but they clearly constitute an important 
factor and one that, to my knowledge, has 
received no previous attention—or if it 
has, the results have not been made known. 
Surely it is just the kind of information 
that the Government should have at its 
finger tips when it is framing its general 
economic policies. But I should be 
surprised if it has been given even a 
moments thought; much more likely, that 
it is yet another example of the unforeseen 
effects of official policy on our industry. 
More detailed analysis on these lines 
would probably throw up all sorts of 
interesting information; just as_ earlier 
unofficial ones have shown how acutely

PLANNING A NEW TOWN 


The L.C.C. are about to publish a book 
explaining and examining in detail the 
major problems which have to be resolved 
in designing a new town of 100,000 people. 
Entitled “The Planning of a New Town,” 
the book is available from the Information 
Bureau, L.C.C., at 50s, a copy (52s, 3d, 
with postage). 

Hook (Hampshire) was conceived asa 
new kind of new town, urban and compat, 
fully motorised with urban motorways yet 
safe with a separate pedestrian network 
and a multi-level central area. The whole 
town, set in a park-like landscape witha 
new chain of lakes, playing fields and open 
space, was planned as a city in a garden 
rather than a garden city. 

The book describes the idea of the town 
in architectural as well as planning terms 
The social character of the new town, the 
pattern of its housing areas, and the 
up of all the elements in the plan at 
illustrated in 120 drawings, pe 
plans, graphs and diagrams and described 
in 182 pages, including 68 pages o 
technical appendices which explain how the 
conclusions in the plan have been arrived 
at.

The work was carried out by a speci! 
research and design team of planners 
architects, landscape architect, civil 
engineer, quantity surveyor, economist and 
administrators in the Architect's Depatt 
ment of the London County Council. 
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ONDON County Council’s Blackwall 
L Tunnel duplication project was 
commenced in March 1960 and when 
completed in about three and a half 
years’ time, will carry the south bound 
trafic under the River Thames, whilst 
the north bound traffic will be taken 
py the existing Blackwall Tunnel opened 
in 1897. ; 

The new tunnel, which will be 2,844ft. 
long (of which 800ft. is through water- 
pearing sand and gravel), will have an 
internal diameter of 28ft. and will connect 
the Royal Boroughs of Greenwich on the 
south bank and Poplar on the north bank. 

Because Of the permeable strata under- 
lying the River Thames it is necessary to 
yse compressed air during the driving of 
the main tunnel. To minimise the loss 
of air through the upper portion of the 
tunnel and an ingress of water in the lower 
portion, a grouted annulus will be con- 
structed in the sand and gravel beds 
before the tunnel is driven. This annulus 
will be formed by injecting clay and 
chemical grouts into the ground through 
special injection rods driven from two 7ft 
diameter pilot tunnels. 

These pilot tunnels have already been 
constructed along the line of the new 
tunnel. One, which was driven from the 
south bank, iis positioned near the crown 
of the new tunnel; the other (driven from 
the north bank) is near the invert level. 
Preformed holes have been incorporated 
in the cast iron lining of these tunnels and 
it is through these ‘holes that injection rods 
are driven at the required angles. The 
drawing shows the arrangement of the 
injection points in the pilot tunnels and 
the annulus of treated ground to be 
formed, as does the artist’s impression. 

The alluvial deposits in the area consist 
of successive beds of organic silts and 
muds, Thames gravels and London clay. 
The River Thames has cut a channel 
through these and into the top of the 
underlying Woolwich Beds, and deposited 
sand, gravel and silt in their place. The 
coefficient of permeability of the sand and 
gravel is generally 10—! cm/sec. It is in

this 800ft. wide buried channel im- 
mediately under the Thames that The 
Cementation Company iis now carrying out 
the grouting of the annulus which is 15ft. 
thick at the invert reducing to 11ft. thick 
at ‘the crown. 

Recent development has made grout 
design a much more rational process. Each 
grout is suitable for injection into soils 
having 2 limited range of permeabilities 
and if used outside that range it usually 
proves inadequate. 


Testing Programme 


Prior to the commencement of the grout- 
ing work, a permeability ‘testing pro- 
gramme is carried out to establish the 
range of permeabilities along the entire 
length of the section ‘to be treated. From 
the limformation so obtained a suitable 
grout is designed. 

Clay grouts conditioned with chemicals 
are used for a major part of the annulus. 
However, as ‘the depth of ground between 
the top of the tunnel and the river bed 
is only 15ft. in places, a pure chemical 
grout developed by The Cementation Com- 
pany—known as TDM—is employed over 
the crown of the tunnel to form a re- 
inforcing arch within the clay grout treat- 
ment. 

Work is now in progress from the upper 
pilot tunnel, and on completion of the 
upper portion of the annulus the plant and 
equipment will be moved to the north 
side of the river in order to complete the 
remainder of the annulus from the lower 
pilot tunnel. This is necessary as there 
is no inter-connection between the two 
pilot tunnels. 


Central Mixing Plant 


For the preparation of the grout, a 
central mixing unit at the surface con- 
trolled by only two men can produce 
2,000 gallons of clay slurry every 10 
minutes. Before each batch passes through 
the supply lines to the injection points in 
the tunnel samples of the slurry are tested 
in the site laboratory and the exact 
quantities of conditioning chemicals 
needed to produce the required gelling 
characteristics are established. 


the driving of the 28ft. diameter tunnel 


The conditioning chemicals are con- 
veyed by a separate line to special injection 
pumps which deliver the required quanti- 
ties of each constituent of the grout to a 
mixing chamber fitted to the head of the 
injection rods. In this way the gelling 
cycle commences only as the grout enters 
the ground. 

For the grouting operations the pilot 
tunnel is divided into three sections. In 
each section there are three teams of 
operatives for the three prime functions 
of driving the injection rods, pumping the 
grout and jacking out the rods in stages 
during the pumping operations. 

Before the injection rods can be driven, 
a non-return valve is fitted to the lining 
to prevent an inrush of silt and water 
during the operations. On completion of 
an injection the rods are removed and a 
special slide valve operates to seal off the 
hole in the tunnel lining, after which the 
non-return valve can be removed and re- 
used. 

Telescopic Legs 


The correct driving angle is maintained 
by the use of telescopic legs spanning 
across the tunnel and wedged against the 
lining, the rods being driven into the 
ground by jack hammers. When the rods 
are in position a jacking frame is positioned 
across the tunnel, and a bridge supporting 
a pair of hydraulic jacks placed on either 
side of the rods to facilitate their with- 
drawal. A mono-rail has been installed 
to allow the rapid movement of this jack- 
ing frame between holes. 

Injections are commenced from the 
outermost point of the annulus and pre- 
determined quantities of grout are injected 
through the rods as these are withdrawn. 

The working space in the pilot tunnel 
is so limited and the number and distribu- 
tion of grouting teams along the tunnel 
such that normal communication methods 
would make it difficult for the engineers 
to obtain an overall picture and maintain 
the high degree of control required for this 
type of work. The Cementation Company 
has therefore introduced electronic 
methods of transferring the vital data to

Reference — The New Rating Act 


A Banker’s 


FURTHER case of interest on the 

liability for negligent statements has 
now been reported, Hedley Byrne Co., Ltd. 
v Heller and Partners, Ltd. ((1961) 3 All 
E.R. 891). 

The legal position on this matter may 
be summarised, taking into account 
Clayton’s case discussed in an article in 
The Contract Journal for September 14, 
1961, as follows: if the negligent state- 
ment is made by a party to a contract to 
the other party then there may be a 
liability if the contract can be construed as 
so providing; if there is no contractual 
relationship, then no liability attaches to 
a negligent statement, verbal or written, 
unless the statement is made to a person 
who is in such a special relationship with 
the maker of the statement that he may 
be expected to rely on it and who, in 
reliance on that statement, suffers physical 
damage; if the damage is solely financial 
liability is far more doubtful, perhaps even 
non-existent. 

In this case advertising agents for manu- 
facturers placed advance orders for 
advertising space with television companies 
and papers. Apparently in accordance 
with practice in this business the agents, 
who were regarded as “recognised” agents, 
took responsibility for payments to these 
TV companies and to the papers. The 
manufacturers themselves were in debt and 
merchant bankers H. Ltd. had assumed 
responsibility for their overdraft and were 
financing the manufacturers; the latter 
indeed depended for their survival on these 
merchant bankers. 

The advertising agents through their 
own bank asked the merchant bankers if 
the manufacturing company could meet a 
debt of £9,000. A_ satisfactory oral 
reference was given and the advertising 
agents therefore refrained from cancelling 
the advance advertising orders. As it 
turned out the agents suffered loss from 
relying on this oral statement by the manu- 
facturers’ bankers. Could the latter be 
held responsible for this loss? Clearly 
knowledge about financial stability or 
otherwise is of vital importance in all 
business, not least in the constructional 
industries where a bad debt could mean 
the difference between profit or loss on any 
job. Equally clearly those with perhaps 
the greatest knowledge of the financial 
stability of any business concern are their 
bankers. This case therefore raised a 
problem of very wide interest, namely 
whether, in circumstances like those in 
this case, a person who has suffered finan- 
cial loss by acting on a bankers reference 
can succeed, short of proving fraud or 
dishonesty by the banker; fraud was not 
alleged seriously in this case though if it 
had been proved the claim would have 
been successful. 

The trial judge, as he was almost bound 
to do by the legal authorities, dismissed 
the claim. In the Court of Appeal the 
Court referred to the bankers’ minute of 
the reference given in tthe telephone con- 
versation which ended with the words, 
“We believe that the company, i.e., the 
manufacturers, would not undertake any 
commitments they are unable to fulfil”: 
they accepted that this reference was given 
negligently and that in reliance on the 
reference the advertising agents had 
suffered loss. The Court also stated that 
there was no contractual relation between 
tthe bankers and the advertising agents and 
therefore no contractual duty on the 
bankers to take care in giving such a 
reference. The only question was—was 
there a duty to take care in giving this 
reference imposed on the bank? 

_ The Court carefully reviewed the cases 
in this matter. In a famous one Le Lievre 
v Gould, a builder had mortgaged his 
interests under a building contract to 
mortgagees who advanced money to the 


builder on the strength of certificates given 
by a surveyor that certain stages had been 
reached in the building. This surveyor had 
no connection at all with the mortgagees. 
Owing to the suveyor’s carelessness the 
certificates he issued were inaccurate in 
their information on the progress of the 
buildings. It was held that no liability 
was incurred by the surveyor to those 
mortgagees and the ground of the decision 
was that the surveyor owed no duty of 
care towards ‘these mortgagees so no 
question of him breaking that duty by 
careless certifying could arise. This and 
later cases however, by no means shut 
the door against the Courts’ finding that 
in certain circumstances a duty to take 
care quite independent of contract had 
arisen. 

The latest case in the Court of Appeal 
was Candler v Crane Christmas where C 
was thinking of investing £2,000 in a com- 
pany; naturally he wanted to see the latest 
accounts. The company’s managing director 
instructed the company’s accountants to 
complete the current accounts telling a 
clerk employed by the accountants they 
were to be shown to a potential investor. 
The accounts were finished and shown to 
the investor who, relying on_ these 
accounts, parted with his money. The 
accounts were highly misleading owing to 
carelessness in drawing them up; the com- 
pany was wound up and C. lost all his 
money. Naturally enough he tried to make 
good this loss by suing the accountants; 
they had a duty to him to take care and 
had broken it. By a two to one majority 
the Court of Appeal rejected his claim. 
The majority said that, fraud apart, and 
in the absence of some special relationship 
of trust or confidence between the parties, 
there was no duty to take care. 

Since that case the decision in Clayton’s 
case has extended the law to impose lia- 
bility where the careless statement has 
resulted in physical damage tto the person 
relying on it; this case concerned an 
architect who directly instructed a con- 
tractor’s workman ito do an unsafe opera- 
tion and was held liable to tthe workman 
for the injury he suffered. The Court of 
Appeal in the Hedley Byrne case were 
unwilling to comment on the correctness 
of the decision in Clayton’s case or to 
extend this liability to careless statements 
resulting in financial loss. It is to be 
hoped that if they so desire the House 
of Lords will, assuming an appeal to them 
in the Hedley Byrne case, clear up the law 
on this important subject. 


The New Rating Act 


HE Rating and Valuation Act, 1961, 
which became law in the summer 
contains some matters of interest to con- 
tractors. 
Firstly the rating of plant and machinery, 
a subject referred to in an article in The 
Contract Journal for June 8, 1961. Certain 
plant and machinery which is or is in the 
nature of a building or structure is rateable 
under the provisions of the 1925 Rating 
and Valuation Act. By Section 5 of the 
1961 Act the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government is given the power to 
make an order excluding from this class 
of rateable plant and machinery any 
item or items which it is the practice 
of the trade to move and _ which 
does not exceed the limits of weight, 
greatest dimension and volume to be pre- 
scribed by the order; such order may apply 
generally or may apply to specific items of 
plant and machinery and different pro- 
visions may be made for different cases. 
No doubt the Minister is preparing to act 
under the power given to him by this 
Section of the Act and it is to be hoped 
that the construction industries will try 
to see that any order made exempts the 
majority of building and engineering plant 
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brought on to sites for use in carrying oy, 
the works. The reference in the Section tg 
items of plant and machinery which jt jg 
the practice of the trade to move seem 
to indicate that Parliament had in ming 
the construction industries when agreeing 
this Section. 

Secondly, and of more general jm. 
portance, the Act brings to an end the 
long period, over 30 years, during which 
industrial premises have been derated, tha 
is the rate demanded has been cut by 
three-quarters or, since 1958, by one half 
With such a monetary reward in Prospect 
it is not surprising that many owners of 
premises, including contractors with work. 
shops and yards, have tried to bring these 
premises within the meaning of industria) 
premises, that is they must be a factory 
or workshop. A vast body of case lay 
exists on this subject with many fine 
distinctions drawn and much learning djs. 
played. All this now goes; those industrial 
premises formerly derated will be fully 
rated in the 1963 and subsequent valuation 
lists and contractors who have been 
enjoying derating for any of their premises 
will no doubt bear in mind this con. 
siderable increase in their overheads which 
will be ttaking place. 

It is, however, difficult to say exactly 
how much the increase in rates will be to 
those who have enjoyed derating. For 
even if the ratepayer knows what the value 
of the premises concerned is going to be 
in the 1963 valuation lists he will not 
know what poundage his local rating 
authority is going to impose. Under this 
new Act another major provision is to 
deal with the position under the 1963 
valuation lists when all premises, including 
private dwellings, will be valued at current 
i.e. 1963 values and not, as in the case of 
dwelling houses, at 1939 values; clearly 
unless something was done private house- 
holders (in probably an election year) 
would be faced with a very large increase 
in rates; so what was done was to abolish 
industrial derating and to give the Minister 
power, if the need arose, to derate tempor- 
arily domestic premises on which the 
changes due in 1963 have greatly increased 
the rate burden. All in all it seems that 
one must wait and see at least until the 
middle of 1962 what rates premises are 
going to pay after the new valuation lists 
come into force in April, 1963. It seems 
certain that local authorities will have a 
big increase in their rateable value so that 
they ought to be able to decrease the 
poundage considerably to bring in the 
same amount of money; but human nature 
in town halls being what one suspects it 
is one may be forgiven for feeling that we 
are all in for an increase in the money 
paid for rates in 1963.

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SWANSEA DOCK GATE COSTS SAVED BY 
R.C. CAISSON DESIGN 


HE development of modern dry-dock 
T equipment was discussed in a Paper 
which Mr. John Read, senior engineer, 
¢, Maunsell and Partners, presented at 
, meeting of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, held in London recently. 

Besides reviewing progress in the design 
ofitems of equipment, Mr. Read described 
the construction of a reinforced concrete 
caisson gate at the newly completed Duke 
of Edinburgh Dry Dock, Swansea. He 
said : 

a Three possible types of dock gate were 
considered for the new dry dock which 
opens off a wet dock. These were: (a) 
a conventional box-type flap gate, (b) a 
single-skin flap gate, and (c) a caisson gate. 

The single-skin gate whilst being more 
expensive than the caisson was _ con- 
siderably cheaper than a box gate and had 
all its advantages, but unfortunately could 
not be adopted, as 
there is insufficient 
depth of water at the 
dock entrance to ac- 
commodate the deep 
horizontal beam that 
is required at cope E 
level with this type of — 1 
gate, 

The total cost of 
the caisson including 
all its equipment 
amounted to about 
{3,600, but the 
extra cost of a box- 
type gate over that 
of the caisson even 
allowing for the 
saving in construc- 
tional work at the 
entrance would have 
been of the order of 
£24,000 and it was 
considered by the 
dock owner that this 
additional + expendi- 
ture outweighed the 
operating advantages 
of the box-type gate. 

This saving was 
made possible by the 
adoption of a rein. 
forred concrete de- 
sign for the caisson 
instead of the more 
usual steel construc- 
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The concrete meeting face of the sill 
and sidewalls is formed of precast grano- 
lithic concrete units. The meeting face 
on the gate is of greenheart dressed 
accurately after bolting to the concrete, 
watertightness being ensured by a rubber 
seal of a type used by Head Wrightson, 
Ltd. The seal is in the form of a channel 
with thick flanges secured in a groove in 
the centre of the meeting-face timber in a 
steel flat coach-screwed to the timber. The 
flanges of the rubber channel protrude 
slightly from the face of the timber and 
are compressed by contact with the con- 
crete meeting face to form a watertight 
seal, 

Until relatively recently it has been 
usual to design caisson gates as a series of 
beams spanning horizontally between the 
entrance sidewalls, the skin spanning 
vertically between the beams. This method 
has one serious objection. Such a method

The caisson is 97ft. é 
long on the meeting face side, 20ft. wide, 
and 28ft. 6in. high, each end being raked 
in plan to facilitate manoeuvring the gate 
into or out of the dock entrance. 

The gate is essentially a box stiffened 
by two internal decks and two transverse 
diaphragms, the two diaphragms also 
serving to form the main ballast chamber 
in the centre of the gate. The weight of 
the decks and the upper timber deck is 
carried by steel columns filled with con- 
crete, 

A minimum external wall thickness of 

Sin, was adopted to ensure sufficient 
strength to resist the bumps likely to be 
received in service, but in addition sub- 
stantial fendering is provided on all sides 
fom the top deck to the upper of the 
internal decks. All the vertical fenders are 
packed off the concrete so that blows on 
the fendering are transmitted only to the

_ Cover to reinforcement is everywhere at 
kast 2in. and in addition all the concrete 
Surfaces were painted upon completion 
with one priming coat and one finishing 
coat of bitumastic asbestos-filled solution.

leads to loads on ithe beams that are incom- 
patible with the pressures acting on the 
meeting face if these are calculated assum- 
ing that the gate is a rigid plate supported 
on three sides. Therefore an approximate 
method was adopted. 

Each of the internal decks was assumed 
to span horizontally between the entrance 
sidewalls but it was also assumed that 
the two diaphragms would rigidly connect 
together the decks and would rotate about 
the horizontal meeting face thus trans- 
ferring load from the lower to the upper 
beam. This transfer was found to be con- 
siderable being of the same order as the 
direct load on the upper beam from the 
water pressure, 

The shear at the ends of the upper beam, 
calculated by this method was within 5 per 
cent. of that anticipated from the con- 
a of the pressure on the meeting 
ace. 


Normal Practice 


Detail design follows normal reinforced 
concrete practice using stresses of 
18,0001b./sq. in. for the steel and 1,000Ib./ 
sq. in. for the concrete which had a 
specified minimum crushing strength at 28 
days of 3,000lb./sq. in. 

Shear stresses everywhere were limited 
to a maximum of 100Ib./sq. in., it being 
considered that cracking due to shear is 
particularly undesirable in a watertight 


structure. The concrete floors were 
thickened towards the ends of the caisson 
to keep the shear stresses within this limit. 

Generally, the greatest difficulty en- 
countered in designing a concrete caisson 
is to provide adequate stability with mini- 
mum beam and yet to retain wall sections 
thick enough for strength. The wall thick- 
nesses are generally llin. below the lowest 
deck, and 8in. above it. In view of the 
critical nature of the disposition of the 
various weights it is mecessary to specify 
tolerances as small as is practicable. Those 
adopted at Swansea were +0, —4in. for 
all floors and +0, —}in. on the walls and 
these limits were generally attained by the 
contractor, who designed the shuttering to 
enable errors in each lift to be corrected 
in the next lift. 

To allow for constructional inequalities 
the gate was trimmed afloat with approxi- 
mately 35 tons of cast-iron blocks. The 
trim was adjusted so that the caisson, just 
before settling on its bearers, was heeling 
away from the meeting face, the gap be- 
tween meeting face and gate being 4tin. 
wide at the top when the meeting faces at 
the bottom were in contact. This trim 
ensures that the caisson is properly in 
contact with the meeting face when the top 
of the gate is held in by the dock capstans 
immediate before the caisson grounds. 

As constructed, the total weight of the 
caisson is 1,030 tons and the metacentric 
height with the caisson at its minimum 
draught is 6in. 

Construction 


Construction began as soon as the dock 
floor concreting had advanced sufficiently 
to provide room for the caisson. The con- 
tractor first cast a temporary bed upon the 
dock floor, carefully levelling its upper 
surface and isolating it from both dock 
floor and caisson with building paper. 
Upon this bed the caisson was then cast 
generally in lifts of approximately 2ft. 6in. 
with a construction joint at the mid-point 
of the longitudinal walls. 

It was specified that no water bars might 
be used in the construction joints as it 
was felt that watertightness could best be 
ensured by the careful preparation of each 
joint immediately before concreting. The 
possibility of displacement of a water bar 
during concreting leading to a bad joint 
was considered to outweigh any advantages 
that might accrue from their inclusion. 
During construction the contractor formed 
in the outside edge of each joint a groove 
which was afterwards caulked with an 
asbestos-based filler such as Amianco to 
provide an additional safeguard against 
leakage. The grooves were formed with 
rectangular rubber strips nailed to the 
shuttering. 

The shuttering was of jin.-thick plywood 
on 4in. X lin. studding made up into 
panels approximately 10ft. long and 
2ft. 6in. high. Between adjacent panels 
and at corners stout posts were erected and 
accurately positioned. The upper edge of 
each panel was made rigid so that this 
edge could be accurately located from the 
posts, the lower edge remaining flexible, 
being bolted to the previously cast con- 
crete. A seal between plywood panels and 
post was effectively formed by a 7in.-wide 
metal strip upon the concrete face of the 
shutters and overlapping the edges of 
adjacent panels. 

By maintaining the position of each post 
the top of each panel tended always to be 
in the correct line thus avoiding cumula- 
tive errors. 

In operation the central tank is allowed 
to fill to dock water level when the caisson 
is resting upon its bearers to avoid any 
possibility of the gate lifting with an 
exceptionally high tide. This tank is then 
pumped out to raise the gate using the two 
8in. diameter diesel-driven pumps. A 
third, smaller, pump is fitted to deal with 
any rain-water which may find its way

Minister Approves £3m. Contract 


\ ‘ORK will start shortly on the 

second stage of the ‘Heads of 
the Valleys Road,”’ which will supersede 
the existing Neath-Abergavenny trunk 
road (A.465). 

Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has approved the letting of a con- 
tract valued at £3,131,853 to Lehane, 
Mackenzie and Shand, Ltd., Nomanhurst, 
Matlock, in association with Christiani and 
Nielsen, Ltd., London, S.W.1, for the con- 
struction of a nine-mile length of road, 
including 18 bridges, between Hirwaun 
and Dowlais Top. The work is to be com- 
pleted within three years. 

Construction of the “Heads of the 
Valleys Road” is being undertaken in three 





Birmingham-Bristol (M.5) and_ the M.50. 

The section to be constructed under the 
new contract will Jeave the A.465 
immediately west of Hirwaun, by-pass 
Hirwaun and Merthyr Tydfil, and rejoin 
the trunk road at Dowlais Top, between 
Merthyr and the Rhymney Valley. Con- 
nections, by means of roundabouts, to 
the existing road system will be provided 
at Hirwaun and Dowlais Top, where the 
new road will link with the Merthyr Slip 
Road. There will also be a connection at 
Cefn Coed with Trunk Road A.470. 

Of the 18 bridges to be constructed, 
three will have reinforced concrete open- 
spandrel arches. These will span the Nant 
Hir Reservoir, the Nant Ffrwd between 
Finger Post and Cefn Coed, and the Taf

stages. Work has been in progress since 
March 1960 on the first section, between 
Abergavenny and Brynmawr, which is due 
for completion in 1962. The section 
covered by the contract just announced 
forms the second stage. The third will 
consist of building the eight miles of road 
from Dowlais Top to Brynmawr to link 
the other two sections. 

When the scheme is completed, the new 
road, 33ft. wide with high standards of 
visibility, will be 244 miles long. It will 
form a continuation of the route from the 
West Midlands to South Wales via the 


Fechan on the east side of Cefn Coed. 

A five-span reinforced concrete viaduct 
will be constructed over the Taf Fawr on 
the west side of Cefn Coed, and a six-span 
viaduct over a number of roads and railway 
lines at Pant, west of Dowlais Top. 

The entire scheme has been devised by 
Rendel, Palmer and Tritton, consulting 
engineers to the Ministry of Transport for 
the proiect. 

All the bridges have been designed in 
collaboration with the Ministry’s con- 
sultant architects, T. Alwyn Lloyd and 
Gordon. 





FURTHER EDUCATION 
Industry Must Do More, Says Sir David Eccles 


HE contribution of industry to further 

education was the keynote of the speech 
made by Sir David Eccles, Minister of 
Education, when he opened the National 
College for Heating, Ventilating, Refrigera- 
tion and Fan Engineering in London 
recently. Sir David acknowledge the 
great contribution of over £60,000 in cash 
and kind made by the various industries 
concerned in the establishment of this 
national college. He paid particular tribute 
to the fine lecture theatre that had been 
provided by G. N. Haden and Sons, Ltd., 
as a memorial to their former chairman, 
Mr. Nelson Haden. But Sir David said 
that while national colleges were an 
excellent idea as a means of meeting the 
training needs of industries that were 
small and scattered, they had to be justified 
to ithe taxpayer. And Sir David did not 
see why the heating and ventilating in- 
dustry whose output was about £75m. per 
year could not, for example, endow one or 
two professorships at the College. 





It was pretty clear from Sir David’s 
remarks that his Ministry were not likely 
to give a fruitful response to the plea made 
by the chairman of the Board of Governors 
of the National College that the Ministry 
should finish off their good work by build- 
ing a suitable hostel for the students. Sir 
David stressed that there were definite 
fimits as to the expenditure of public 
money on further education.

A temporary corrugated elevation was 
erected facing on to Marsden Square— 
pending release by Manchester Corpora- 
tion of land in the square needed to com- 
plete the rebuilding scheme. 

At this stage Henry’s were able to 
vecupy the basement, ground, first and 
second floors of the extension. Above the 
temporary roof, work continued on the 
upper storeys of the extension. 

In January, 1961, there was a halt in the 
main building operations while the con-

their two stores across it. Beneath the 
road, only 3ft. from the surface in places, 
an ancient sewer was found. The 4ft. 
sewer was completely exposed and arched 
over with reinforced concrete. ; 

This common sector of the site now 
accommodates the main entrance to the 
stores and also the escalators which run 
from ground to fourth floor. Another 
escalator descends from ground to base- 
ment. In the basement there is a free 
interchange of shoppers between the two 
stores by means of access openings in the 
dividing walls. 


Joining the Blocks 


Joining the two stores together in one 
block presented a major problem. It was

planned to put bridging slabs of reinforced 
concrete across the 23ft. gap, supporting 
them by steel cantilevers, but the founda- 
tions at sub-basement level on Henry’s side 
were not strong enough to bear the extra 
load of the bridging slabs. The problem 
was solved by building out, from the new 
Samuel structure, reinforced concrete 
cantilevers—which stretched for two-thirds 
of the distance—and closing the gap with 
bridging slabs from Henry’s side. 

This operation was complicated by the 
fact that the escalator openings had to be 
formed in the bridging slabs. Since it was 
calculated that the main cantilevers would, 
under full load, deflect by lin., it was 
necessary to build three independent 
columns up from tthe basement to the fifth 
floor to ensure that the escalator tower 
would be self-supporting. 

Due to the calculated deflection, it was 
decided to leave all the props supporting 
the ends of the r.c. cantilevers in place 
until the roof cantilever had cured. This 
involved the propping up of about 450 
tons of concrete and steel. 

To allow work to proceed on the base- 
ment and ground floor, a special scaffold- 







ing gantry was erected at first-floor level 
to take the entire load of these props. It 
was designed so that its tubular supports 
passed through holes in the ground floor 
slab to the basement. 

While work was continuing on the upper 
storeys over Samuel’s store, to match up 
with Henry’s facade, work also began on 
phase two at the rear of Henry’s, on the 
extra land bought from the corporation. 
The reinforced concrete structure in this 
section includes a 40cwt. lift capable of 
accommodating cars up to l6ft. in length 
and taking them about 72ft. up to the roof, 
where there is space for 22 cars. The lift 
also serves all floors and so can be used 
for goods traffic. 

The open roof car park, the first of its 
kind in Manchester, incorporates a central 
18in. deep gulley which accommodates a 
hand-operated trolley. - This enables cars 
to be pushed sideways to an empty berth. 
The roof comprises 6in. reinforced concrete 
slab, with an extra 2in. wood-wool slab 
for sound proofing. 

On Samuel’s section of the roof, a special 
concrete building houses the equipment 
for the plenum air conditioning plant which 
serves the entire building. 


Modernisation 


In addition to the new building work 
on this site, a considerable amount of 
modernisation was carried out on Henry’s 
existing steel-framed store. At times the 
work was carried on behind screens on 
three sides of shoppers. 

The original Portland stone facade on 
the Market Street elevation was replaced 
by bronze wallspan with mushroom- 
coloured armour-plated glass panels each 
12ft. by 3ft., continuous across the frontage 
of the entire building. This involved 
cutting large areas of stone facing back 
to the steelwork to obtain fixings for the 
new supporting steelwork. 

At first-floor level the facade was com- 
pletely opened up for the installation of 
four 15ft. by 12ft. display windows, each 
weighing half a ton. During this operation, 
the upper facade—about 80 tons of stone 
and steel—was left for a time supported 
by four existing steel stanchions. 

Further underpinning at second-floor 
level comprised 9in. by 3in. steel channels 
fixed back and front to the existing steel- 


work with a number of 8in. by 4in. RSJ 
needles.” Electric welding was used 
throughout. 


The original mansard slope at fifth-floor 
level was also removed to conform with 
modern design. Continuous windows with 
a steel canopy above have replaced it. The 
line of the windows is set back from the 
wall span, forming a balcony along which 
runs the support for the cradle to be used 
for cleaning the facade. 

A 10ft.-wide steel canopy runs across the 

full width of the block at first-floor level 
to protect window shoppers. Throughout 
work on the Market Street elevation, 
Henry’s retained full use of the display 
windows. 
_ Three new oil-fired boilers were installed 
in the sub-basement. Due to their bulk 
they could not be taken down the stairs 
and a l0ft. by 10ft. opening had to be 
specially formed in the ground and base- 
ment floors to allow them to be lowered 
through by crane. 

Terrazzo tiles have been laid throughout 

the basement and ground floor. 
_ False ceilings with multi-tube flush light- 
ing have been installed throughout ground, 
first, second and third floors. The area of 
each floor is about 18,000 sq. ft.

into the dry compartments and to empty, 
when necessary, the two trimming tanks 
in the extreme ends of the gate. These 
tanks provide additional ballast for normal 
operation but when empty allow the gate 
to be floated over the sill of the new dry 
dock. . 

Handling of the gate when afloat is by 
two capstans one on either side of the 
dock. The gate is first moved away from 
the meeting face but remains parallel to 
it until it can be drawns sideways across 
the entrance of the adjacent dock. Four 
roller fairleads provide guides for the 
hauling wire. Closure of the gate Is 3 
reversal of this procedure.

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WAGE CLAIMS IN BUILDING INDUSTRY 


Submissions to National Joint Council 


HE wage claims submitted to the 
T National Joint Council by the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives this year fall into three 
groups; wages and hours; guaranteed 
time and notice; fringe benefits and plus 
rates. 

Wages and Hours 


The operatives have claimed a_ sub- 
stantial increase in wage rates including 
shift rates for watchmen. The claim is in 
general terms and there is no_ indication 
as to whether the operatives desire a larger 
increase for craftsmen than for labourers 
in order to widen craft differential. Over 
the years this differential has narrowed 
considerably. 

The claim must be measured against the 
substantial wage settlement this year for 
which the operatives received in addition 
to the sliding scale increase of 4d. per hour 
in February a further 6d, in October. This 
settlement produced the largest wage 
increase ever granted in any one year in 
the building industry. In accordance with 
the sliding scale clause which links build- 
ing wage rates to the interim index of retail 
prices there will automatically be a further 
advance of 4d. or more probably a ld. per 
hour next February. 

This year’s wage settlement included a 
reduction in the normal working hours 
from 44 to 42 and part of the October wage 
increase was to compensate for this reduc- 
tion in hours. In practice, however, there 
seems to have been little reduction in 
actual working hours and the result has 
been an increase in overtime payments. 
Last April the average hours and earnings 
for men in the construction industry were 
50.1 hours and 287s. 5d. per week, 

The reduction in normal working hours 
to 42 stemmed from a claim made some- 
time ago for a 40-hour week. Presumably 
this claim still lies on the table, but no 
specific reference has been made to it by 
the operatives on this occasion. There is, 
however, a claim that the normal working 
hours should be worked in five days 
throughout the year. At the moment the 
notmal working week {is five-and-a-half 
days with an option to work five days, and 
similar arrangements prevail throughout 
most of the construction trades. In many 
other industries, however, including the 
engineering industry, a five day week has 
been in operation for a number of years. 


Where contractors work an actual five 
day week the claim will not result in any 
increase in costs, but where work has to 
be done on Saturdays it would clearly 
involve an increase in overtime payments. 
There is little doubt that ultimately the 
five day week will come in the building 
industry. The main question is when? 

A claim that is likely to cause consider- 
able discussion is the one relating to meal 
intervals, As part of this year’s settlement 
the employers secured an amendment to 
the rule On meal intervales which enables 
the unpaid break (not to exceed one hour) 
to be split between two or more refresh- 
ment breaks. The claim from the opera- 
tives seeks to restore the old status quo 
so that the break would be confined to the 
midday meal, Thus the opportunity to 
agree an unpaid morning and/or afternoon 
break on site would presumably be lost. 


Guaranteed Time and Notice 


There are two important claims relating 
to guaranteed time and notice of termina- 
tion of employment The operatives want 
a guarantee at the full current hourly rate 
for all the normal working hours during 
which an operative is available for work. 
At the moment the guarantee is limited to 
36 hours. The operatives also want 
after the first six working days at least 
one week’s notice of termination of employ- 
ment to expire at normal finishing time on 
the Friday. Such notice would have to 
be given by either side although in practice 
it might apply mainly to the employer. 
At the moment after the first six days 
employment only two hours notice of 
termination of employment need be given 
but the notice must expire on the Friday. 


Fringe Benefits and Plus Rates 


There are three claims in relation to 
travelling rules, two of which affect the 
local provisions in London and Manchester. 
In London the operatives want abolition 
of the special rules affecting operatives 
regularly employed at factories or shops 
coming within the ambit of the supple- 
mentary rules for woodworking factories 
and shops and in Manchester they seek a 
reduction from two miles to one mile in 
the radius of the number one “free area.” 
But the main claim is that in all cases 
payment for travelling time should be 
made in respect of all journeys travelling 
both to and from jobs instead of one way 
only at the moment. 





EMPLOYMENT OF APPRENTICES 


Preliminary Report 


RELIMINARY estimates based on 
the census undertaken in Septem- 

ber of the number of apprentices em- 
ployed in the construction industries in 
Great Britain have been prepared by the 
Ministry of Works. The figures com- 
pared with last year are given in Table 1. 
According to these figures, the number 
of boys with Written Indentures has fallen. 
The continued decrease in the number of 
apprentices employed would appear to be 
the result of a number of factors. The 
intake of new boys is still lower than the 
intake five years ago. In addition more

boys are completing their apprenticeship 
in less than the maximum period of five 
years, and of course wastage may be 
higher. 

On the other hand, the figures (see 
Table 2) provided by the National Joint 
Council showing the number of boys 
registering as apprentices in Great Britain, 
although not strictly comparable with the 
above figures, indicate that the position 
has been improving recently. 

The census figures show a drop of 16,000 
in the number of craftsmen, including 
apprentices, employed in Great Britain, 
despite an increase in the total labour 
force of 20,000.

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The operatives claim an increase from 
2d. to 6d. per hour for work in swings 
and cradles and the raising of the rate for 
qualified benders and fixers and for tubular 
scaffolders to the craft rate. They also 
claim a tool and overall allowance of 3d. 
per day for painters and _ painter 
apprentices, and the removal of the “stock 
brush” from the list of tools required to be 
provided by plasterers. 

Finally, there is a claim for female 
operatives, Namely the restoration of the 
fixed differential of 4d, below the standard 
rate for women as the means of determin- 
ing the wage rate for women engaged on 
work other than craft processes. 

Evidence on these claims will be heard 
from both sides at a Statutory Meeting of 
the National Joint Council to be held on 
January 10, 1962. 





BRITISH-BUILT SUDAN MILL 
OPENED 


The largest textile mill in the Middle 
East, costing £6m., was opened recently 
at Khartoum North, Sudan. It was built 
for the Sudan American Textile industry 
by a British consortium led by Englisn 
Electric Co., Ltd., Marples, Ridgway and 
Partners, Ltd., and Platt Bros., Ltd. 

The mill covers cotton storage, spinning, 
weaving, bleaching, dyeing and finishing. 
There is a three-storey office block, a four- 
storey hostel building, power station, 
cooling and water towers, roads, drainage 
and services. Eventual output will be 
75,000,000yd. of cloth a year. 

Marples, Ridgway and Partners con- 
structed the mill buildings within 21 
months of work beginning, as scheduled. 
The main building is 1,042ft. long, and 
cotton is stored in a special section with 
four fireproof compartments. The bale 
opening, spinning, sizing and weaving 
rooms are on one production floor of 
380,000 sq. ft., which is carried on 2,265 
columns, 11ft. above ground. Special atten- 
tion was paid to heat insulation to main- 
tain a low workroom temperature, 

_ In a second building of similar construc- 

tion containing bleaching, dyeing, finishing 
and cloth inspection rooms, acid-resistant 
tiles protect the floor against the chemicals 
employed, with a special system of drainage 
to carry the corrosive effluents from the 
machines. Attached to the main building 
is a three-storey reinforced concrete office 
block with full amenities for the work- 
people, including canteens, cloakrooms and 
washing facilities. 


MITCHELLS AWARDED £275,000 
MIDLANDS CONTRACT 


Mitchell Construction Co., Ltd., Peter- 
borough, have been awarded a further con- 
tract, valued in the region of £275,000, 
by the Midlands Project Group of the 
Central Electricity Generating Board. 

The contract is for the construction of a 
workshop and office block for Drakelow 
‘C’ Power Station at Burton on Trent and 
includes workshops, stores, laboratories, 
welfare accommodation, canteen and 
kitchen, auxiliary boiler house and fuel 
tanks, spur roads, rail crossings, screens 
and drainage. 

Work on the new contract will com- 
mence this month and is due for comple- 
tion in December 1963. The consulting 
engineers are L. G. Mouchel and Partners. 


PROBLEM OF OBSOLESCENT 
HOUSES 


Addressing members of the Building 
Societies Institute at Blackpool recently, 
Sir Bruce Wycherley, managing director of 
the Abbey National Building Society, said 
that the larger problem of Britain’s hous- 
ing requirements over the next 20 years 
was that of obsolescence.

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FROM TORQUE CONVERTERS 
TO COMMON MARKET 


UESTIONS ranging from the benefits 

or otherwise of torque converters 
to the effect of Britain’s proposed entry 
into the Common Market on the plant 
manufacturer and user were tackled 
by a “Brains Trust” panel last week. 
The occasion was a meeting of the 
Mid-Southern branch of the Contractors’

On the question of Britain's proposed 
entry into the Common Market the panel 
appeared to agree that there would be little 
advantage for the plant manufacturer but 
the user could look for a wider selection of 
equipment and a reduction in prices. 

The question which caused most con- 
troversy dealt with depreciation. “What 
do the panel consider as a practical aver- 
age depreciation figure for (a) crawler 
tractors and (b) excavators?” It was inevit- 
ible that the economist member of the 
tz:am should be called upon to answer this 
one first but his reply of (a) 8-9 per cent. 
and (b) 9-10 per cent. was not al] that well 
received by other members of the team 
who seemed to think the answer was 20 
per cent or “as much as you can get away 
with”. 

When plant suppliers and users meet the 
question of the training of operators 
usually arises in some form or other and 
this meeting was no exception. There 
were three question dealing with the sub- 
ject and although the panel agreed that 

was essential that operators should be 
trained and be able maintain their 
machines no fresh thoughts on how best to 
achieve this appeared to emanate from the 
discussion as far as the writer could judge. 

Altogether the panel tackled some 25 
questions and appreciation of their efforts 
was ably voiced by Mr. F. M. Barrett, the 
chairman of the branch. 
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LONDON GOVERNMENT 


Government Proposals for 
Reorganisation 


THE Government have accepted 
almost all the main recommenda. 
tions for reorganisation of local goverp. 
ment in Greater London made by the 
Royal Commission whose report was 
published in October last year. A White 
Paper* proposes far-reaching changes 
and says that the aim will be to intro. 
duce legislation in time for new 
authorities to be elected in the autumn 
of 1964 and to take over their respongj- 
bilities on April 1, 1965. 
The proposals include: 
(1) The merging of the present boroughs 
and urban districts into new London 
boroughs. These would be the main 
units of local government, and would 
have new _ responsibilities for im. 
portant personal services. 
The establishment of a_ directly. 
elected Greater London Council to 
carry out functions which need to be 
planned and administered over the 
whole of the metropolis. 
The consequent abolition of the 
administrative counties of London 
and Middlesex and the loss to the 
counties of Essex, Herts, Kent and 
Surrey of the metropolitan parts of 
their areas. Croydon, East Ham and 
West Ham would cease to be county 
boroughs. 
Qualifications by Government 
The proposals show two main qualifica- 
tions of the Royal Commission’s recom. 
mendations. First, the Government think 
it would be desirable to aim at larger and 
therefore fewer boroughs than the 5] 
suggested by the Commission. They think 
it would be desirable to aim at a minimum 
population of around 200,000 wherever 
possible. Second, responsibility for educa- 
would fall to the boroughs, with a 
special autho for a central area, instead 
of being sh between the Greater 
London Council and the boroughs, as the 
Commission recommended

LONDON BUILDERS

HE need for the building industry to 
attract the right type of boy to fill 

the many vacancies for skilled men in 
its ranks was the theme of a talk given 
recently by Mr. R. A. Wood, chairman 
of the Apprenticeship Committee of the 
London Master Builders Association. 

He indicated that 1961 had been a year 
in which technical training and education 
had been in the forefront of the news, 
instancing the Government’s White Paper 
on technical education issued in January, 
and the Commonwealth Technical Training 
Week held during May. He explained that 
most members of the general public had 
only a very hazy idea of what a builder 
was, ; 

Mr. Wood outlined the main divisions of 
the industry, contracting, house building 
and maintenance building, and said that 
unfortunately the general public’s idea was 
sometimes that given to them by perhaps 
10 per cent. of the industry who did all 
the things frequently attributed to builders 
in general. 

London Craftsmen 

In London there were employed about 
100,000 craftsmen. This figure represented 
about 10 per cent. of the total labour force 
of the country. The estimated wastage 
was 2 per cent. per annum and thus it 
was necessary to take in 2,000 boys a 
year. The present training figure was 
approximately 1,000 boys per year—only 
half of the necessary intake. 

Continuing, Mr. Wood explained the 
apprenticeship scheme for the industry 
He outlined the work of the National

Hard Benefits 


Emphasising the hard benefits of appren- 
ticeship, Mr. Wood quoted regular weekly 
wages, paid annual and public holidays, 
sick pay, travelling allowances and 
technical education. This technical educa- 
tion was given in one of two ways in 
London, either by means of one day and 
two evening’s training per week, or by a 
“block release’ course which meant that 
the apprentices attended technical college 
for a total of six weeks in the year, usually 
broken down into two periods of three 
weeks. 

Because of the increase in the degree of 
mechanisation and skill the building 
industry now needed better educated boys 
than ever before. It was one of the few 
industries in which an apprentice could 
élearly see his way to the top of the 
industry. Mr. Wood instanced a number 
of leading personalities in building who 
had started their careers as craft appren- 
tices. In spite of this clear ladder of 
promotion it was difficult to attract boys 
into the so-called “dirty” trades such as 
plastering, painting and bricklaying. Mr. 
Wood emphasised that probably in the 
winter months the building industry was 
no job for the soft hearted. 
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£1M. EXETER UNIVERSITY 
EXPANSION SCHEME 


ENDERS will be invited from selected 
contractors early in the New Year for 
the second stage of the £1m. Exeter Univer- 
sity expansion scheme, with a view to start- 
ing work in April.

NEW ROAD FOR HEMEL 
HEMPSTEAD 


Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has made a grant of £40,808 to 
Hertfordshire County Council towards the 
cost of constructing a new road in Hemel 
Hempstead New Town, estimated at 
£114,013. Hemel Hempstead Development 
Corporation are contributing £46,046. 

About one-and-a-third miles long, the 
new road will run from Bury Road to 
Piccotts End. Together with a new road 
from the Town Centre to Bury Road, for 
which a grant has already been made, it 
will link the Town Centre with the B.486 
route, which leads to A.5. Congestion 
in the main shopping centre of the New 
Town will be reduced when the two 
schemes are completed. 

The road will have one 24ft. carriageway 
for the present, but this will be widened 
to 33ft. later. A pedestrian subway will 
be provided at Gadebridge Park. 


ROAD IMPROVEMENT IN 
SUTHERLAND 

At an estimated cost of approximately 
£170,000, four and a half miles of the 
Invershin-Ledmore-Lochinver road (A.837) 
between Ledmore and Stronechrubie will 
be reconstructed. The scheme, which has 
been approved by the Secretary of State 
for Scotland, forms part of the Crofter 
Counties programme and its full cost will 
be borne by the Government. 

The length of road to be reconstructed 
is narrow and badly aligned. Under this 
scheme it will be provided with a two-lane 
carriageway (18ft. wide) within an overall 
width of 29ft. The alignment will be 
improved and several reinforced concrete 
culverts will be constructed. 

The work will be carried out by W. and 
J. R. Watson, Ltd., Edinburgh, as con- 
tractors to the Sutherland County Council, 
who have prepared the scheme and will 
supervise its execution.

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Talking of Safety

OGARTH’S famous and horrifying 

picture “Gin Lane’ shows an occur- 
rence which was not uncommon in the 
early part of the eighteenth century: an 
old house suddenly collapsing into the 
street. The great Doctor Johnson tells 
us that during his younger days the 
sound of falling buildings was heard 
quite regularly in the slum areas of the 
towns, and many people were killed or 
seriously injured as the result. 

The scene of “Gin Lane” is St. Giles’s 
in London, one of the districts in which 
the houses were built at random on any 
available piece of ground where there was 
sufficient room. The twisting and mostly 
unpaved alleyways between the houses 
were strewn with refuse, and the buildings 
themselves were indescribably dilapidated 
and verminous, Many of these dreadful 
habitations were used during the daytime 
as workshops, and one may well try to 


imagine the conditions under which 
impoverished families were obliged to 
work, merely to remain alive. 

Turning to more recent times, I can 
still recall the shock, horror and amaze- 
ment when I suddenly noticed that the 


front wall of a terrace of cottages, which 
was was passing at the time, had developed 
a sinister bulge, and that the bulge was 
slowly moving outwards. It was a poor 
street in the docks area of my home town. 
When I entered the street it was empty 
and silent, but soon it became a roar of 
violent momement and terror; of falling 
bricks and showering slates, and unfor- 
gettable cries. Soon the houses in the 
middle of the terrace had pulled each 
other to the ground, in a heap of debris 
and tangled furniture. The outer dwel- 
lings had lost their fronts, and stood open 
and amazed like giant dolls’ houses, thei: 
contents uniformly coated with a hideous 
pall of dark red dust. 

After the shock came reaction. There 
were all the complications which the

sudden disorganisation of life entails. 
There were people to be found and carried 
or led away: water and gas to be turned 
off; possessions to be salvaged. We saw 
it all again in the days of the bombing, 
but then its sadness was mingled with a 
sense of heroism and sacrifice in the name 
of the common cause. This was different. 
It was the evidence of decay that was so 
horrible, and the stricken look on the face 
of a woman who had found herself to be 
suddenly without any home at all, 

Quite recently I read a report about a 
factory which had suddenly collapsed. I 
was a two-storey brick building which had 
stood for many years on the bank of a 
narrow, fast-flowing stream. Something 
had clearly happened to the foundations 
at the water line. I cannot imagine why 
the owners had waited until the building 
had tumbled down before they carried out 
an examination, Most of us in their place 
would have been grubbing around the 
damp course and footings pretty frequently, 
I imagine. And this brings me to my 
next point. 

It is not, as a rule, 
Safety Officer’s duty to 
with the safety of the factory building 
itself—although I see no reason why 
should not be.

The gradual dilapidation of an old build- 
ing is an obvious cause of anxiety, bu! 
other and more subtle dangers should be 
kept in mind. Progressive changes in the 
function of the building often result in 
Serious re-distribution of masses. New 
plant is sometimes installed involving 
structural problems; new operations may 
involve shock loading or severe vibration 
to which the building is not accustomed. 
Settlement of the foundations is a common 
cause of structural weakness. This may 
result from bad design or workmanship, o1 
possibly from subsidence resulting from 
mining operations. The concrete forming 
the foundations may have been attacked 
by acids or sulphates in the subsoil.

URBAN MOTORWAYS A “MUST 
IN TOMORROW’S CITIES 


Plans for the redevelopment of city 
centres in Britain should be based op 
roads that are planned to bring people to 
the centre of their community—not to 
take them away from it. This was one 
of the points of a_ lecture delivered 
recently to the All-Party Roads Study 
Group of the House of Commons by Mr, 
Wilfred Burns, city planning officer, 
Newcastle upon Tyne. 

“If we then attempt to plan all-purpose 
roads for the increasing volume of traffic. 
we will be faced with roads of enormous 
width which, although not designed as 
barriers, will become barriers to all reason. 
able cross-movement,” he said. “Urban 
motorways, in my view, are the onl 
acceptable base for planning,” 

Mr. Burns added that an urban motor. 
way—a dual carriageway limited t 
vehicular traffic only without junctions on 


the same level—-can carry 60 per cent. 
more traffic. He has recently completed 
a new scheme for Newcastle which 


includes an urban motorway and off-street 
car parking system earmarked as “first 
priority.” 

He pleaded for the overhaul of Britain's 
existing planning apparatus to take greater 
account of increasing traffic volume and : 
new idea of what people expect to find in 
their city centre of the future. 

Regarding public transport, Mr. Burns 
said: “The vehicles must be made more 
attractive, and they should be able to ge 
passengers as close to their destinations 
as the private car.”

No Significant Change Reported 


£14m. in the second quarter of the year 
to £4m. in the third quarter.

Housing Increase 


The estimate of housing for public 
authorities shows an increase of £8m. to 
£30m., the present figure being 9 per cent. 
below tthe record level of a year ago. 
Housing commissions for private owners 
and developers have fallen by a further 
£3m. to £45m. which is 33 per cent. lower 
than last year. Commissions for private 
industrial building, which have hitherto 
held up well, have this quarter fallen by 
19 per cent., and falls in all other categories 
of building for private owners average 10 
per cent. If educational building, which 
has been nearly halved, is excluded, other 
public non-housing work has risen by 
nearly 60 per cent. 

Regional Break-down 


The regional break-down reveals small 
increases in London and Middlesex and 
also in Scotland, with moderate falls in 
all other regions except the Home Counties 
where last quarter’s figure has been main- 
tained. 

Several exceptionally large projects have 
given rise to an increase in the new work 
undertaken by large offices (those with 11 
or more architectural staff) which has been 
counter-balanced by falls elsewhere. 

The ratio of projects cancelled or post- 
poned to all new commissions is once again 
1:10 in value terms.

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PARKING : CALL FOR ALL-OUT 
ATTACK 


G OVERNMENT policy plus action 
A by the local authorities is the crux 
of a statement by the Roads Campaign 
Council, who call for an all-out national 
attack on Britain's chronic parking 
problem. 

The statement says: “The Government 
must plan a parking policy and insist that 
it is turned into action by the local 
authorities. The frustration already created 
in our streets as 6,000,000 cars seek room 
to move and park is sufficient testimony 
to the abject failure of Britain’s blundering 
attempts to reduce this problem with 
unimaginative restrictions. 

“Authority appears to ignore two 
fundamental facts: Cars spend the majority 
of their lives stationary; the prosperity of 
a city or town is sacrificed unless ease of 
access and parking accommodation is 
offered to the shopper and businessman. 

“We are convinced that the local 
authority or private developer who provides 
the best parking facilities at the lowest 
cost will find the maximum possible 
benefits to the rateable values of their 
community as a result.” 

Saying that local authorities have been 
given powers by the Government to begin 
an attack on the parking problem, the 
Council add: “Local authorities will stand 
in dereliction of their duty to the com- 
munity if they do not meet this need. 

“This is not an insoluble problem. The 
Government should ensure that all cities 
and towns assess the demand for parking 
space and that sites to satisfy the demand 
are acquired and developed. After all, 
who would build railways without sidings?” 


TRAINING SITE SAFETY 
SUPERVISORS 


To help check the continuing rise in 
accidents on construction sites, RoSPA 
has arranged special building and civil 
engineering accident prevention courses. 
Three such courses have already been held 
and the fourth will take.place at the Civil 
Defence Staff College, Sunningdale, from 
February 25 to March 2, 1962. 

There is likely to be an increasing 
demand for suitable training courses for 
site safety supervisors because, on March 
1 next, employers in the construction 
industry will be required by law to appoint 
such supervisors if they employ more than 
20 workmen. These safety men will have 
to be competent to interpret the regula- 
tions and ‘to ensure that they are observed. 

The need for these arrangements are 
shown by the fact that, in 1960, there were 
20,584 reported accidents on construction 
sites and 277 of them were fatal. Falls 
are the most prolific cause of injury; a 
total of 6,535 workmen being injured and 
154 killed as a result of falls. A further 
1,974 were injured and 29 killed by falling 
materials. 

The fourth course will follow the pattern 
of previous courses and lectures will be 
given by members of the Factory 
Inspectorate and by experienced construc- 
tion safety officers. Practical exercises 
will also be carried out.

“Recently the Isbell Construction Com- 
nny of Reno, Nevada, used two of the 
ire Drillmasters in a contract to re-route 
, 7}-mile stretch of the California State 
yighwav 198. This is the fourth highway 
contract that the company has made use 
of the not so common “down-the-hole” 
rigs. 

The equipment derives its unusual nick- 





















name from the fact that the actual drilling 
power, the impact stroke, is delivered 
directly onto the head of the bit deep down 
in the hole. A 30ft. rod, 4in. wide. 
connects with the hammer and the bit 
rotates at approximately 50 r.p.m. 

Although basically new to construction 
ticles, these “down-the-hole” rigs are

Cost and Efficiency 


The major point of interest in a review 
of the Isbell Company’s recent contract 
is a direct cost and efficiency comparison 
between these large rigs and conventional 
air track drilling equipment. 

Drilling rate with 64in, carbide insert 
bits ranged from 35ft. an hour in medium 
soft material to as little as 20ft. an hour 
in hard rock. Daily production thus varied 
from approximately 150 to 275ft. of hole. 

Isbell air tracks (tractor drill rigs, 
embodying the normal rotary percussive

type of drill) working alongside the “down- 
the hole” rigs, produced twice as much 
footage in hard rock and slightly less than 
double the amount in softer formations, 

However, the key figure lies in the 
drilling pattern itself. With the “down- 
the-hole” rigs Isbell commonly uses 10 x 
12 centres, thus effectively drilling out a 
120 sq. ft. area, whereas a 6 x 7 pattern, 
or 42 sq. ft. area, is standard for the air 
tracks. Thus on a pure performance basis, 
Isbell has overcome the lower drilling rate 
of the “down-the-hole” units by covering 
three times the ground. 


SECTIONAL BUILDINGS 


buildings covering approximately 2,800 sq. 
ft. Including installation charges, the 
KP20 system costs £120 and the KP120 
£475. 

The time control allows for four spcils 
of operation in a 24-hour period, and can 
be set by the user so that a system operates 
only when required. In a building em- 
ployed as an office or workshop, for ex- 
ample, the time control can be set to 
switch the radiators on from a_ time 
shortly before the staff are due to arrive 
in the morning, and switch them off to- 
wards the end of the working day, with an 
intermediate shut-down period at midday. 
An over-riding manual control is provided, 
allowing the radiators to be turned on or 
off independently of the time control when 
desired. 
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There are, however, other factors to be 
taken into consideration in the direct 
comparison of the two types of equip- 
ment and these include the initial cost— 
approximately £25,000 for a Drillmaster, 
and the bit cost—approximately £153 for 
each of the big spline-type Atlas Copco 
bits—compared to less than £17 each for 
the 3in. bits used in combination with 
Sandvik Coromant l4in. rope-threaded 
steel in Isbell air-tracks. However, bit life 
tends to diminish this apparent imbalance. 
Isbell reports an average of “well over 
2,000ft. of hole” on the 64in. bits, with 
an average re-sharpening life of 30 times. 


Experience has proved that the big rigs 
require considerably less maintenance than 
the air tracks, but as regards mobility, 
both types being self-powered and tracked. 
they are about equal. However, with 
their approximately 11ft. track spread, the 
bigger rigs are more suitable for the bigger 
drilling job. 


Naturally, individual job operating 
techniques and the availability of proper 
supporting equipment also can have an 
important effect on any such direct com- 
parison of drilling equipment. In the 
larger cuts in the California Highway con- 
tract, standard procedure was 20ft. lifts, 
three-day drilling cycles and breaking 
approximately 5,000 to 6,000 cu. yd. per 
round fired. 


Some engineers point out that it is not 
uncommon in mining or quarrying to sink 
40ft. depth holes with “down-the-hole” 
big bits, thus gaining considerably more 
drilling efficiency for the equipment, 
However, the ability to blast 40ft. lifts 
on a highway project would depend upon 
individual job specifications, and it would 
also affect the size and amount of shovels 
and rolling stock required for mucking 
out. 


All Important Denominator 


The all important denominator for any 
contractor considering the use of “down- 
the-hole’”” equipment is clearly a plentiful 
volume of rock work, and in this classi- 
fication Isbell’s recent assignment qualified. 


A total of 1,900,000 cu. yd. was involved 
in moving the 74 miles of highway well 
back up on the hillside to avoid the 
Kaweah River storage area which will be 
created by the completion of the 
Terminus Dam next April. Cuts of as 
much as 150ft. on the high side, with 60ft. 
benches and fills up to 130ft. deep speak 
volumes for the rugged terrain at the job 
site. 


An interesting and also unusual part of 
the specification was that calling for 
totally dry fills. Despite this, 94 per cent. 
to 96 per cent. compaction was achieved 
without difficulty. 

Isbell is one of the senior contracting 
firms of Western America, and as a direct 
result of its experience with “down-the- 
hole” equipment in open cast mining work, 
purchased the first of its present pair of 
Atlas Copco big rigs in 1957, It added 
the second pair in 1958 and has used both 
in highway contracts since. 


Radiators are of various sizes and wat- 
tages allow basic KP systems to be adapted 
to suit partitioning or other dividing 
arrangements inside individual buildings. 
These units are of the type with glass- 
fibre insulated elements and emit heat 
quickly from the moment of switching on. 
They may either be fixed to walls or fitted 
with legs to stand on the floor.

NEW £170,000 extension has been 

completed at the headquarters’ ser- 
vice factory of Leyland Motors, Ltd., at 
Chorley, where 60,000 sq. ft. of floor 
space has been added to bring the total 
covered area to some 140,000 sq. ft. 

The factory houses over £4,000,000 worth 
of current spares and remanufactured units, 
which are available day and night for 
immediate despatch to operators at home 
and abroad. Spare parts for vehicles no 
longer in production are also manufactured 
in this factory. 

Construction of the new _ extension, 
which incorporates five storage bays and a 
goods receiving and despatch bay, was 
undertaken by Leyland Construction Co., 
Ltd., and Holland & Hannen and Cubitts 
(North West), Ltd. It was designed by 
Leyland Motors’ works engineering depart- 
ment. 

Each of the five new storage bays is 
225ft. long by 42ft. wide. The despatch

Completed in eight months, the new ex- 
tension is constructed in steel frame with 
brick panel in-fill, except on the east side 
which has a dwarf brick wall with asbestos 
sheeting to allow for further extension. 
The roof is insulated with asbestos sand- 
wich sheeting, and all five bays have 
electrically operated doors. The bays are 
heated by Mather and Platt unit heaters 
which incorporate electric fans. When the 
steam supply is isolated, the units can be 
used for air circulation. 

More expansion is allowed with this new 
extension which houses packing cases of 
large assemblies and bulk orders for ex- 
port, heavy units, unit stores and remanu- 
factured units.
